The ſſalia, ohen Nature hath made the 
ſople pꝛoude with the beawtie of Floras 
riches, as though ſhe meant to wzap Tei- 
Alus in the glozie ot her veſtments, there 
> 23| welled a Magnifico. a man of moſt hos | 
nozable parentage, whome Foꝛtune had 
92! graced with many fanours, and Nature | 
honoured with ſundꝛie exquiſite qualitics, 

ſobeawttfi:d with the excellencie of both, as it was a queſtion: 

whether Foꝛtune oꝛ Nature were moꝛe pꝛodigall in deſciphe⸗ 
4 ring the riches of their bountics, This Knight thuSenricht 
3 with vertue and honour, ſurnamed Svilanus, had fo top him 
4 in his age a daughter of great beawtie, ſo exquiſite in her ex⸗ 
teriour feature, as na blemiſh might eclipſe that which Naturg 
had beſtowed in her lincaments, This Damſell whoſe name 
was Varrona, daply vſed to traucrle the plaines wherem her 
fathers ſh&epe were kept, partiy fo pꝛeuent incannemences 
which thꝛough idle nelle might haue annoped [157 ealtg, and 
partliz to ply the care ot her fathers colds: (o: che knew that

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antes againſt wank, and with her hands thaift to pꝛeoccupate 
hor hearts gricfe; Uſing thus dayly the walks of 7h-ſa4«,the 
Shepheards not a little delighted at the view of ſo excellent an 
obiect, held their epes foztunate when they might behold her 
feature, accounting him happie that could lay his flocks nie» 
reſt vnto her walks. Amonglt theſe that fed their thoughts on 
her fauours, there was one called Ly ſimachius, a pong youth, 
that had the pꝛide of his pœres triumphing in his counte⸗ 
nance, a man, whoſe parentage though it were wozſhipful!, 
ret was it not indued with much wealth, inſomuch that his 
wit was better then his reuenewes, and his indulkris moze 
beneliciall then his ſubſtance. This Lyſimachus trauatiing as 
monqſt the lawnes, no ſoner had a glaunce other beaiwtie, but 
ſet downe his ſtaffe, reſsluing either to periſh in ſo ſwete a 
labozinth, oꝛ in time happily to tumble out with Jlieſeus: In 
which extaſie hc ſhall remaine, till we haue deſcribed the cauſe 
why he left MHacedonia his natiue countrey, and the perilous 
cuents which hapned during his voyage hither into 7 heſſa/ia. 
This youth was one of the ſonnes of Alexandro, who has 
uing paſſed the pꝛime ol his youth in ſundzy battailes againſt 
Aſtolpho king of Lydia, at laſt (as the date of time hath his 
courſc) grew aged, his haires were ſiluer hewcd, and the map 
ol his age was figured on his fozehead,in ſuch ſoꝛt, as that all 
men might perceiue his glaſſe was run, and that nature of 
neceflitte challenged her due. Alexandro that knewe the 
tearme ofhis life was now expired, hauing two ſonnes by 
his wife Olympns, the very pude of his foxcpaTecd peres, 
thought now, — death by conſtraint would compell him to 
leaue them, with wholeſome admonitions and louing perſu . a⸗ 
ſtons ſoꝛ the increaſing of their enſuing amitie, to biſtribute in 
their poꝛtions the ſubſtance ol his wealth foꝛ the countercheck 
of pouertie. All which being done, to the end that they might 
not foꝛget his arioms, he gaue them a ſcroule whercin they 
might reade what their father dping, wille d them to cxccute 
lining. At which Alex andro ſhʒunke downe in his bed, and

fnppoſs him to be paſſing ſozrowfull , clad himſelfe and his 


younger bzother Lyſunachus all in blacke, and in ſach ſable 
ſuites diſcourſed his griefe : But as the Hicna when the 
mournes is moſt guileſull, fog Valentine vnder the ſhew of 
dolour ſhadowed his heart full oł᷑ contented thoughts: The 
Tyger though he hide his clawes, will at laſt diſcouer his 
rapine: The Lions loke are not the maps ot his meaning, 
noꝛ a mans phiſnomie the diſplap oł his ſecrets. Fire cannot 
be hid in ſtraw, noz the nature of a man ſo conceald, but at laſt 
it will haue his courſe: nature and arte map do much, but that 
Natura naturans Which by purgation is engraffed in the heart, 
will be at laſt perfozce pzedominant . Euen thus and no o⸗ 
therwile fared it with Valentine, foz after a quarter of a 
percs lamentation was ended, he entred info conſideration 
bow. he might cxtozt from his ponger bzother the ſubſkance 
bequeathed him by his father, if not defraud him vtterly of his 
due, pet make ſuch hauock of his legacie, as it ſhould be a great 
wy the lighter, whcrenpon he began thus to meditate with 
himſelfe.

Baſt thou in the cradle bin continent, and wilt 
thou in the ſaddle be impudent 2 Now J le;that albeit vertue 
hath bꝛidled thy youth with chaſt thoughts, yet vanitiehath

He that harped on another ſtrine 
tokep nen by the hands t ſitting town vp6 the græene gralls, 
d.{courſt vntothem fro point to point the beginning of his ſoz⸗ 
rowcs, ⁊ how by no meancs except by them) he could reſt ſa⸗ 
lind. The beggers deſirous to do the Gentleman any plea⸗ 
ſure, ſaid they were reabie to take any paines that might re⸗ 
dound to his content, whereupon he replied thus.

mena making ſolemne exclamations that it pꝛeſent remedy be

large pꝛoffer, pꝛomiſed to venter a iopnt, but they would fun; 
ther hum in his enterpꝛile: whereupon he diſpatcht them away 
whoſe minds were lo fired on this liber all condition, that they 
beſtirred their Cumps till they came vnto the towne : where 
notice of their aduertiſement being taken, aſſiſted by the Ma⸗ 
giſtrate they made to y wod : who no ſoner were come within 
the reach ol Valenunes epe, but puffing x blowing, as though 
all would haue ſplit againe, he poſted vnto them, charging the 
vpon their alleageance they boze to their ſoucraigne Loꝛd their 
King, that they ſhould not ſpare to execute the rigour ofthe

Fortune that ſaw how Ly ſimachus valcwed not her deitie, 
but held her power in ſcoꝛne, thought to haue about with him, 
and bꝛought the matter to paſſe thus. Ly ſimachus as his v- 
ſuall maner was, walked befoꝛe his bzothcrs houſe in a valley 
betwerne two high mountaines ( topt with trees of maruellous 
verdure, whereby ran a fountaino pleaſant, as well fo: the 
murmur of the ſtreames, as ſoꝛ the ſweetnes ol waters) with 
his 1Boare-ſpeare vpon his neck, where hauing ſüroken a 
Derre, and butlightly hurt, he packed downe by the grone in 
great haſte cxpeding his fall: from whence de might eſpie 
bis bzothcr accompanted with a crue of armed men following 
him: amazed at this ſight, as he ſtode gazing, his noſe on a 
ſodaine bled, which made him contceare as if was indede) 
that there was ſome dangerous cnent pꝛetended. As ſone as 
they were come within his reach, Valentine commanded the 
officers without further examination, to carry him to pꝛiſon. 
Lvſimachus ſmiling both at the enulons treacherie, and tco⸗ 
wardize of his bzothcr, breokt all the iniuries of foztune with 
- patience, Lying in pꝛiſon all night the next mozning as {one 
as the day bꝛake, taking a Cytterne in his hand, he warbled 
out this moutitefull Sonnet.

The peeple hea⸗ 
in : the. ſalcnmg mall ſtations of ſozrowſnl Lyſimachus, 
thooght he had ſpoken theſe woꝛds ta cxcuſe his fault, but not. 
that he was guittlefle of the fact , gining.moze credit ta the 
ſperches of Valentine, and. to the oathes of-the men counte⸗ 
nanced. out by the Bourgomallers, then 40. the.yearcs of a 
pong man, ſuppoling his ſpeeches were moze of tuſtome to. 
chaake his ſollies, then of conſcience to cleare hiniſelic of that 
crime, returned him backe againe io paſon, till the day al- 
ſigned foz his puniſhment , Where being depiy grieued, 
and pet ſmothering his lozrowcs with paticnce, he lay the. 
reſt ol the day, When night was tome, Foztune that was. 
terelull other champion bcgan to ſmile, ano bzought it ſo to 
paſſe, that as Ly ſx1achvs was walking vp the battlements- 
of the Caſtell wherein her. was pxſoner, he eſpicd from. 
whence be might leape downe withouthurt , and ſo eſcape 
away with fccuritic, Glad of this. as a man moſt valiant, 
i worm his foztunes, couragiouſlie ſkipt dawne with 
pxindice, which being perfozmed, he trudged .

io the ſea ſhoe, where bazding a Foiſt which by chance. 
there lay at Ancour, e boiled vp Sayle ,-as haning the 
winds ſomewhat benigne, purpoſing thither to direc his 
courſe, whithcr Foztune and A ou would conduct him, 
whom foz a while we will leaue , and returne agane to 
Valentine. 
The moꝛrow was the day of punichment, and Valen- 
tine was ſo deſirous to le the txetution perfozmed, that he 
pꝓaſſed the night with little rpe: but as ſ@ne as Phoebus 
had vayled the curtaine of the night, and made Aurora 
bluſh with gining her the Sd /ab7<5. in her Nilucr couch, 
he got him vp, and diſpatcht an officer to the Japloz to p20. = 
duce his pꝛiſoner to txecution, Who retaencd hnn this an⸗ 
ſwere, Non eñ muentut. This newes dꝛaue Valentine into 
à great mclancholic, that pꝛeſentlie he went tothe Shcrifes, 
giuing them to vnderſtand of this in'ozmation, whoſe hearts 
were ſo let on fire, that they (fraight-raifed all the toumtrie, 
and made hue and trie after him. But LyGmachus kno» 
wing. full well the · lecret wayecs that led vnto the ira ccaf, 
Aole away pzuilie though a part of the Pzomince of 02. 
donia, and eſcaped ſafe to the ſea, Valentine ſeing him 
thus bꝛought into a foles paradize , deſpairing of his bzo- 
chers retoucrie, as a man carcicfſe what ſhould become-of 
him take ho: ſe and rode home / where he truſted ſering the 
ſtop was remoued which galled him to the quuke to cad 
the currant of his pceres in all contented quietnes: hauing 
heaued vp to pꝛemotion thoſe two. vaſſaucs of ſinne, whale 
lamentable foztunes, logether with the pamcipall member, 
ſhall at large hcrcaſter be declared. Theſe-vnerpeaed acct- 
dents compelled [,xlimachus to leave his native'countrie 
CIMacedonia, and in fozreias plates to purchaſe moe 
fauourable loztluncs, with whome, wee will nowe be- 
aun, 

Lyſimachus hauing fo2 the ſpace of thzee o; foure dayes 
ſapled without delcrping land, ſole Lozd oucr the velſlcit, 


as hauing nonc to comſoat hun, at iaſthe might diſcoucr the

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coal of The ſſalia, Whereon (as a man iopfull of land) he oss 
taſt: vpon which fatteningtye Pannice, he chanced on a path 
th at led into the chick of a Foꝛreſt, where wandztng without 
mcate, ye was almoſt faunih d at laſt hunger growing dn fo 
ertreame, like a mad may he ranged vp and dowuc the wwds, 
ſxat1g to encounter ſome wude beaſt with a Jauelin which 
he made at his entrance into the ch icket. He had not gone far, 
hut he cſpicda hepheard, deſtrous thert᷑toꝛe to bi relicued by 
his fanours, he ſaluted him thus, Shepheard, foz ſo far thy 
aitire warraiits me: conrteous, foꝛ fo much thy countenance 
impoꝛts: if a diſtreſſed perſon whom foztune bath wꝛonged, 
and the (eas haue fauoured it J map count it fauour to liue 
and want map without. cff:nce craue ſo far apd, as to know 
ſome place where to reſt my wearie and weather beaten 
bones, thanks thou ſhalt haue as thp due, and moꝛe thou canſt 
not haue, ſoʒ my abilities denp me to perfourme a deeper debt. 
But il ary wayes 1: pleaſc thee to command me. vſe me as far 
as the pow:r of a pwze Gentleman will stretch. The Shep⸗ 
hears hearing him ſpeake ſo grauelp, made him this anſwere. 
Stranger, pour degree J know not, there ſoꝛe pardon if à giue 
leſſe title then pour eſtate meriteth: Foztunes frownes are 
Pances foztunes, and ings are ſubiect to chance and delli⸗ 
nie, Michap is lo be ſalued with pittie, not with ſcozne, and we 
that are toꝛtunes darlings axe bound to relieue them that are 
in diſtre lle: therefoze follow me, and you ſhall haue ſuch ſuc⸗ 
tout as a Shephears map affw2d, Lv ſimachus was paſſing 
glad and Procyon ( ſoꝛ lo was the Shepheards name) led the 
wap, who being deſirous to infer ſome occaſion of parlp, began 
bis pꝛattle thus, It thou be a man of ſuch woꝛth as J valcw 
ther by thy exteriour lineaments, make diſcourſe vnto me 
what is the cauſe ot thy p:Mnt miſfo;tunes, fo2 by the fur⸗ 
rowes in thy face thou ſæmeſt to be croſt with miſhaps ; but 
whatſocuer oꝛ wholocucr, let me craue that favour to hear? 
the tragick cauſe of thy eſtate. Lylimachus feing by the 
Shepheards lokes that he was deſirous to heare the diſcourſe 
of his fozxtunes, bzicfly ſhaped him this replie. In that your

Lyſimachus thankt 
hin; hartily , and going i to his houſe found what he pꝛemi ⸗· 
ſed, Alter that he had ſat a litle by the fireq will warmed hun, 
he went to ſupper, where Ly ſimachus fed well, as one whom 
the ſea had made hungrie, and lo plied his terth that all ſupper 
he ſpake not one wozd, Aftcr he had t nen his repaſt, Proc on 
ſering him wearic, and that llerpe chimed on to reſt, let him ſee 
his lodging, ans ſo gaue him the god night, | 

The Dunne was no ſoner the next moꝛning ſtept from the 
bed of Aurora but the Shepheard got him vp and went to vis 
folds, where letting fwzth his ſhepe, after he had eſpied where 
they ſhould graze, he returned home, and loaing when his 
gueſt ſhould riſe, hauing llept in the laſt night, went roundlte 
fo his bzeake aſt: by that time ge had ended his de wine, |. v- 
ſimachus was gotten vp, againſt wheſcrifing Ocl:ufa Pro- 
cyons wife had ſhewne her cokcrie, and ye Shepheard tired 
in his ruſſet iacket, no ſoner had eſpied his guett comming cut 


ol his Chamber bat bade hun gon mozrow, with a lane not

ended, Procyon led f@2th to ſ& his foids, plodding thus auer 
the greene fields, at laſt thcy came to the mountaines where 
his docs grazed, and there he diſcourſcd vnto hinrthe plea⸗ 
ſures ofa countrie life, thus.

The Shepheard made Ly ſnnacſius ſo much 
in loue with the countrie life, that euerp day he led foꝛth his 
Hlocks with (ach delight , that he held his cxile happie, and 
thought no content to the bliſſcot a countrtc cottage, 
Lyſimachus vſing thus daplie with bag and bottle to got 
a field in moꝛe pteaſant content of minde then cucr he was 
in dis owne countrie with Valentine his bꝛother. it chanced 
on a dap be ing infoꝛced by the heate ofthe Dunne to ſæake fog 
ſhclter, as he ſate vader the ſyadow of Limon trees, foztune 
(whe is like the Camelion) variable with every obicu, and 
conſkant in nothing but in inconſtancie, ttonght to make 
him a mirrour of mutabilitie, and therſoꝛe ſtill croſt him con⸗ 
trarilie. Thinking to recouer his cottage, it fell out that ccr/

Ey this time Ly ſimachus was tome within the vicw of 
his hoſt Drocyons cottage, vnto which he made with luch cc? 
Icritie, as the recouerie thert ot was ſptedie: being entred, he 
found the Shcpheard and his wife at binrcr, whome after 
this manner he ſaluted, Gentle Shepheard, and courtcons, 
tempered with the beautie of affabilitte, and the lineaments of 
thy face graced with the fauours cf clemency, as many god 
tonunes to you and pour Wiſe, as your (clues can deſire oz 
imagin. Procvon hearing one fo ſuperfine, !oking backward 
perceived that it was his gucft Ly ſimachus, whom lodainlp 
riſing from the table) he entertaincd with as many faveurs, 
as he tollcratcd his abſence with doſours, whercvpon he toke 
him by the hand, and bade him welcome, willing him to (if 
downe in his place, and in his rome not only to cate his fil, 
but as Loꝛd of the houſe to thinke him(cife welcome: wen, tg 
be hot, he fell eagerly to his victvats, and feaſtro hin feld 
with ſuch cates as they had.

{_ yſimaclius (deſirous toſatilfte the coorteſie of his ſauoꝛable 
halt, ficſt beginning his Ex--.4iumWith a vole of fighes, and 
a few: luke warme teares) pꝛoftruted his dilcourſe, and 
tough lie infoꝛmed them of his miſtoxunes, how as he was 
ſtiting vnder a conert moſt pleaſantlie ſcituated, which with

Lyſimachus, let not thy bzothers vukindnes which thou 
halt felt, the inclemencie of thy kinne that J doubt hereaſter 
ſhou ſhalt finde, xo the miſeries whatſocuer thou haſt cither 
paſſed, oꝛ doeſf endure, further appale thy ſpirit, then map be 
recouered by ihy kiends coinfozt, Thou tnowcſt how deerelp 
X have held the, and what care ener ſince thy firſt ſight I re⸗ 
ceived ot thy well doing, J had rather in actton make knowne 
my loue, then in wo2ds but wearte thy hearing: and albeit mp 
abillitie cannot counteruaile my deſire, pct in affe cion J will 
not be wanting any wapes vnto you, Ly ſimachus in a ſud⸗ 
daine paſſion ſurpziſed with thus care picce of friendſhip, 
after the recourrie of a little traunce, peelved him moſt 
humble thanks : adding mozcouer, that if euer foztune tyed 
her favours in the top of his creſt, he would not wound the 
remembꝛance of theſe his extraozdinaric courteſles with 
obliuion. 

Reſting thus in the houſe with the chepheard, to auoyd 
tedious conceits, he framed himſelfe fo to countrie labours, 
that he oft times would leade the flockcs to the field himſelle, 
and being dꝛeſt in homely attire, ſeemed hike amoous Paris 
tourting Ocnone. Neerc to this place dwelt the aboue na⸗ 
med Gentleman Sy llanus, of great wozſhip, greater poſſchs 
lions, but of greateſt vcrſections , ſo that it was donbted, 
whether he was moze indebted to his parents foz petigre, 
to nurkure fo; pietie, oz to ſb2tune foz pꝛoſperitie, pet molt 
chiefip he thought himſelfe beholden to Nature, that had in 
his decaying rercs, and decrepit old age, beſtowed on him 
ſo pzecious a pearle and deere iewell as his pong daughter 
Varrona, abmired at that time as the onely Paragon and 
Phernix of Theſſaluæ: which thing this god old Are percci/s 
uing, made him as carefull to bz@dc her, as iopfull that 
the was boznc, thinking within himſelſe that as ſhe _ 
notab

notable foz her beautie, ſo ſhould he be noted fe2 her hone» 
ſtte : and ſa ing Nature had inueſted her with fo pleaſing a 
perſonage, Qurture thouſo not denie her as plauſible beha⸗ 
uiour, and that ſhe ſhould be as ſwete in manners, as 
ſemely in making, which th;ouch his diltgent perlozmance 
afterwards came to paſſe. 

This Varroim was the very picture and patferne of in- 
comparable comclinefſe , the perfcct pete in whom nature 
played her pꝛize againſt arte, and in whome her lent oꝛa- 
tozie pleaded both foz pꝛicke and pꝛice. This Paragon ſes⸗- 
med to ſurpaſſe the perfection ofthe reſt anongſt whom ſhe 
was ſozted, and amongſt whome the chined as au ozicut 
pearle oppoſite to pebles, oz Cynchias golden beames ob- 
ſcuring the twinckling ſtarres: None erſt loked on Her, but. 
loued her. Yer ſtature was tall, and her golden. wiered trel⸗ 
ſes whercwith her comely head abounded , were inſoldco - 
with Unions and Onches, with Diamonds and Chꝛyſolites, 
ſauing ſome lawicſſe locks amongſt the reſt hung loſely a⸗ 
— her temples, being all p2cttily fried, criſped, and 
tulked. 

In her high koꝛehead wherein no wztnele appeared, 
Cupid had placed his Juone Bowe, on which her ictlie 
eps-bzowes reſembled Venus. beantiffed by the neere ops 
poſition of her black bearded Vulcan. That ſhall J Cana 
in deſcribing her epes, thoſe celeſtiall lamps, e: her ehokes 
luke damalke roſes ſpꝛinhled with mozning deem: in whole 
dimples were the Graces dwellings ? What ſhall J recount 
her cozall, daintie chinne , and allablaſter neck ? each part 
deſerued pꝛaiſe, each member admiration, In ſwerte clo⸗ 
quence ſhe reſembled Cornelia: her lakes were cheareſull, 
yet chaſte : merrie, pct modeſt: conrteous, not contemptu⸗ 
ons, Hercules Gallus ha! mens eares linked in the 
chaine which he held in hi w, bat Varrona helv both 
their eares, tongues, and hearts, all men pꝛatled of her, all 
pꝛayſed her, Firſt, gazed they at the heauenlie hewe of her 
beautie, then at the excellentie of - bzaucrie, then _— 
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thep at the rarencile of her ceurtefie,, then they admired her 
palling gos graces, then were they emazed at the ſpecialitie of 
her fine behauiour, th the twinckling ot her eres did ſo dunme 
their leſter lights, that they could neither luſtaine to behold her, 
oꝛ abitaine fr beholding her. This Curgin, oꝛ rather Coddelle, 

cuetp day Vied to view the platnes wherein her fathere ſhape 
were kept as it hath bene alreadie mentioned) in a ſtarict peti⸗ 
coate, delending her face from the heate of the Sunne, wih no 
other vaile, but with a garland made of beughes and flowers:

but befoze He came to rocy ens houſe where daup he did con⸗ 
tinac, be cndurcÞ ſuch a 21ct.mo 1phot;s tn his mind, that he 
was couſtrained to croſle himſcife with theſe oꝛ the like contra⸗ 
rickics, 

But ap: what newe motions are theſe Lyſiwachus 
what heauie conceits , what dumpiſh thoughts peſſi ſle thar? 
hal ſlrange and bnacguainted fits diſquict ther: what ſurie, 
what fiend toꝛments tha: by whome, where, when did it teme 
Lo HMmachuszAh . d r Warrong, beauenlie Varrona, and 
nothing but Varrona ! why how now: haſt thou ſo long cl- 
caycd the ſaarcs of beaulie, and nu ft theu new taſt of the 
baite: haſt thou gezed on ſo "tm faccs, 4 rene but this cculd 
fit thy fancie ? accompanicd heretofoze ſo many gallants, vet 
none could pleaſe the:deſcried lo many be hauiours, viewed ſo 
many vertues, and none could delight thee , none conld entice 
ther:

Thou hatt bene altwales accomptcdehe deſpiier of 
kancie, and wilt thou now be notes the deter ot beautie e thou 
which haſt trod Venus vnder thy fete, wilt thou wzap therem 
thy heart 2 carſt rciecting thein as lluttiſh ragges and now res 
garding them as the gar ments cf a Coddeſſe? But Varrona, 
Dh lwate Varrova, the very patterne of Thrtue, beauitcs 
liuely grace, the onely Idea ol 1upiters dzcame, and paragon 
ol natures perfection. | 

By this time he was come home, ans caſting himſclfe im⸗ 
mediateip on his bed, on a ſuddctn ſtarted as ont in an extaſie, 
ſurpꝛiſed with the notable vicw ot ſome rare ſingularitie, 02 
downed as it were in a deepe lea of ſurpaſſing delight, and 
wholp contemplaturg the ſubſtence of Warrona, which he al- 
readie moſt curioudy had ſhadowed in his heart, he began to 
fall tats a lumbcr , but loue impatient cf delaies and control⸗ 
ment, beſtowed a ſharpe arrow vpon him to aggranate his ſoze 
that alrcadic was vncurable,which made him with a new lup⸗ 
plie redouble his griefs, with this paſſionate part, 

I ſe there is no topping of the ſtreame, but to fozce the 
greater flowing:no kilung the vine by cuting it: the repzefling 
of Cu pids rage, is the moze to kindle affection, Ah curſed Cu · 
p1d,ah vniuſt dieitie, the reſtrainer of libertie, the maiſter of fol⸗ 
lie, the oucrthzow of honeſtie, a ruine of pouth an arch nemie la 
the whole woꝛld: haſt thou none to pꝛicke, none to poiſon, bait 
poꝛe Ly ſimachus: then would Ihe were not Ly ſunachus, o: 
elle as he hath bene Ly machus. But alas muſt I nads ſhake 
hands with hbcrtie, and bid freedome farewell, muſt my quick 
wealc beteme a malecontented warre ? muſt inp pleaſures be 
paſſions, my ſongs ſighes and ſobs, my mirth mclancho!p,niy 
moderate thoughts amoꝛous conccits? Then farc well d ſercti⸗ 
on where deſire dwelleth: farewell wit ir will beare lway : and 
farcwcli counlaile, if loue be ihe Lawier. But why dect thou

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argue with loue, ſering thou haſt not thy loue 2 oſſay rather to 
entop thy loue , ſo that any way thou maiedd caſe thy loue . Ab 
but whom doe J louc: Varrona, eaſie to be wonne ifſhe were 
not Varrona. But infoztumnate Lyſimachus, if he winne not 
Varrona: yea but what hope caſt thou haue of her amitie with 
whome as pet thou haſt no acquaintance 2 Ceaſe thercfoze to 
furmile that which ſurpaſſcth thy ſenſe, die rather with dcſire 
then liue fo2 diſgrace, fo2 well maiſt thou loue Varrona , but 
neuer be liked of Varrona, 

Lyſmuchus hanina thus tented his wound, and finding 
the hart ſo deſperate , peelded his maymed mind as a patient 
fo be cured by Varronas snely mercie: perſwading himſelfe. 
that there was none ſo daintie, none ſo loftre,ard none ſo cruel, 
but lopaltie with conſtancie might make them courteous. 
Houering in this hope he began to take heart a grace, aſſuring 
hiniſelle almoſt ol that gaine that was not ſo lightly gained, but 
when he muſtered in his conceits how Varrona was diſcen⸗ 
ded, how womens cars are nottheir tuchſtones, but their cies, 
and houwa dzam of honour weighs downe a pound of wit how 
their hearts reacheth to the pulſcs of their hands, and let a man 
end that with gold, and tis hard but they will pzoue his hearts 
£obd, be was pzeſently dꝛiuen into ſuch dampes, and being as 
it wcreinalabozinth of thoughts, was faine to ccaſe thinking. 
At the laſt comming to hunſelle, he toke it not amiſſe, ik the 
next day he walked abzoad lo ſee if the fields would further his 
deſtres, ozminilker ſome matter to mittigate his maladie: but 
comming into ths aire, the ague ofloues diſeaſe began to habe 
bim afreſh; , and made him ſometimes het , ſometimes cold, 
ſometimes in hspe, and ſometimes in feare; and thus at eueris 
ſtep in a contrariethought, he heard ths Nightingale reco2d in 
ber ſong as he ſurmiſed his paſſionate ſozrowes,and applying 
his tune to her note he began to beare his part,

When Ly ſimachus had warbled out thoſe wo2ds , and 
w2eſted the confidcration of Varronas diſpoſition, Venus wile 
ling to beſtow vp6 hun the benefit of that frifdly aſpec,which 
he moſt deſired, o dered ſo the matter p Varrona acto ding to 
her vluall manner did frequent the leas wherein her fathers 
ſhepe grazed , who with two other damoſells (at vnder the ſide 
ol an hil, making a garland of ſuch homely floures as the fildes 
did affw2d. This ſight ſo reuiued his ſpirits that he dzew nigh, 
with moze iudgment to take a view ol her ſingular perfcction, 
which he found to be ſuch, as in that countric attire ſhe Rainey 
all the countrie dames of Tbeſſala: While thus he ltd gazing 
with pierting lokes on her ſurpalling beautie, Varrona taſt her 
tie aſide, and eſpied Lyſimachus, as pct aitogether vnknowne 
vnto her, which ſodaine ſight made her to bluſh, and ta die her 
chꝛiſtall chokes with a vermilion red, which gaue her ſuch a 
grace as that che ſ&med farre moꝛe beautifull , And with that 
riſing vp, Ly ſimachus, (that toulo well (ki!l to tourt all kind of 
decrees, leaſt he might then be thought to haue little manners) 
encountred them thus.

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Latycs beleene me, lonc is ot moꝛe fozce then warres, and 
the lokes of women picree deeper then the lroke ofthe lance,

exander neuer toke notice of the legions of his enemies, but 
he tad frighted at the brautie of the Amazon. Then ſwate 
ſaints of Theſſalia, metuaile net if were dꝛiuen into a mazt 


at the fight of ſuch beauteous creatures, whoſe faces are We. 


nus weapons wherewith ſhe checketh the pꝛide of ouer da⸗ 
ring warriours. J cannot Ladies court it as pour galant 
rongſters, that tye their wits to their tancies, noz fill pour 
cares with ainc zous Tiicourſcs, as Cv1:ids appꝛentices, that 
ſpend their time in ſuch loving philoſophie. Noꝛ can I fainc 
conccitcd ſuppoſes of aff:c<10n, to pꝛoue my ſelfe loue ſicke by 
poetrie, but as a blunt ſhepheard new come fromthe kolds, J 
offer my ſclf? a deuout ſeruant to pour beanties, (wearing to 
delend your honours againſt all men with the hazard of my 
bloud, and in palvne thercof, gencrallp to pou all, but ſpecially 
to one (as loue bath his vnitie) I deũre to be entertained as a 
dutikull ſeruant to the Lady Varrona. Lyſimachus haning 
thus boldly boꝛded thelc loucly virgine, the Ladies ſwing with 
what affection he offered his ſcruice to Varrona, began to bite 
the lip, and ſhe to bluſh, who laing her lelfs toucht to the 
quick, made thts anſwere. 

J know not (h epheard) hob to anſwere of loue, becauſe 
as pet I neuer knew loue: ignoꝛant of his fozces, becauſe ne⸗ 
uer acquainted with his foꝛtunes. Veita foꝛbids vs virgins to 
name Venus. as thep of Eybe ſus hatefull Eroſtratus. Diana 
dolce not in Paphos, no; ſuffers ſhe any of her mapdens fs 
hunt in Frecynus, leaſt mæting with Venus meacocks, they 
lip with Cali!to, and ſo ſeke aiter loſſe. The leſſe you are 
pꝛiuate to loues paſſions, the moꝛc welcome to our pꝛeſence:

Lyſunachus hearing the plaufivle anſwere of V arcona, 
although her firſt enfinuation \@med to anſwere fo; his pur- 
poſe, as p)eferring the lawnes of Diana, and fircs of Velt,, 
befoze loues help temples, vet ſhe concluded ſo ſwertlp as 
might and with the modeſtie of her honour, he thercfoze 
made thus his replie. In that Padame we are but nouiccs 
in tous; the ſimpler are our thoughts, and the neter ſhould be 
the ſimpathie ol dur aff:nions, Douts match when they are 
pong, ſiens are graſfed when they are ſp2igs, the one part not 
but by death, noz are the other ſeucred but they periſh. Sbep⸗ 
heards are like Airgins the one ſtriuing to line vertuous, the 
other to die patientlie, both enemies to laue, while they wait 
on thoſe which bzwke not lone, J mrane labour, and Vella. 
But both maſt loue, as haning hearts, and thoughts, cyes to 
ſv beautie, and cares to iudge of berfue : J Padame, while 7 
thought none greater then Pan,was vowcdto Pan, but ſceing 
womens wits are moze powerful then he, J haue reſigned 
ouer my foꝛtunes at his ſh nue, and mrane to make pꝛofe of 
the lwertnes of loue: glad that in my fuſt entrance J haue 
the patronꝛge ol your gratious fauour, armed with the.which, 
urs well map frowne, but not conquer, Bul ſis; (quoth 
Varrona! 7 grannted my fanour'toxhvimuchns ſhofshep⸗ 
heard, not to Ny ſin xis the lower. And fo /\Wadantt gnoth 
he J accept of it, ſoꝛ Jama Dhephe ard to do you ſeruice, and 
a louer deſpight of mx lelle. VMarronabemgu Lady di paſſing 
merrie dilpoſition, hearmmg him thus to reaſon p2cttilic, 
thought to ſift him in this manner. J ſce well Shepheard 
that as women hark theirfauours;fomen haue their ſapings

Me thought to haue found you a flat Shepheard,as ignozant 
in loucs, as we offancies, bat how cloſely ſocuer vou couer 
the flame, the fire will be knowne by the moake. £02 pour 
talke ſo ſauours of loues pzinctplcs, as we tudge you are ag 
cunning in faining a paſſion, as in folding ſheepc, and can ag 
ſone decciue awornan with a pen, as adde a cure to a diſeaſed 
lambe, This will make vs to take pon fo2a day fricud, and 
what we like in you pꝛeſent, to diſalow to mozrow, ſwearing 
ik pou bꝛing amongſt vs Venus rolcs, we will beate vou with 
Veſtacs netties: and thcrefoze if pou will be admitted as our 
Shcpheard, we either fo2bid yon to ſay no moze of loue, oz 
elle you (hal! be out ofour fauours. If ( Varrona) (aid he, thou 
hadft en: oyned me as Iuno did to Hercules moſt dangerous 
labours, J would haue diſconered my loue by obcdicnce, and 
my affection by death: with that pulling fo2th his Pipe, began 
after ome melodie te carroll this Padzigall..

Tit V arrona was come home, 
the to de leaue fo; a while of her (wo friends, and ſtealing into 
her claſet, ſhe began toremember the divine perfcction ofthe 
Shepheard. Cupid waiting to ſpie this Aeſtall at aduantage, 
ſeing her halfe at diſcouert, vnloſed a ſhaft, headed with de⸗ 
ſtre, + feathered with conceit, which piercing the tender bꝛell

with vntill he ſaw her in ſome pleaſent vains , fo; de was in 
great feare leaſt Varrona would rather rend then read af. 
Toxcus (foz ſo the meſſenger was called) cxpecting opoꝛtuni⸗ 
tie, cſpied a lime as he thought moſt tonuenient, Varrona and 
two oꝛ thʒe Gentlemen merrilie diſcourſing ol amozous phy» 
loſophie, this mellenger almoſt marueiling to (ee her ſoplea- 
ſant, thought it now the fitteſt time to make deliucry ol his meſ⸗ 
lage, gaue her Ly ſimachius letter, who peruſing it to the firft 
period, perceiued the pꝛadiſe of all, and beautifying her face 
with modeſt bluſhing, was halle angrie with T oxcus that he 
made himſelfe me ſlenger of lo vaine a matter, vet conſidering 
it came from that wozthie ſhepheard, ſhe vouchſafed it, and 
wiſhed the meſſenger in the enening to come foz an anſwere. 
Varrona immediately vpon her man Nox eus departure per- 
vſed it a thouſand times, and a thouſand times kiſſed it, till at 
laſt wꝛapping it in a white ſilke ſcarfe , che gaue it a place as 
mongſt her ie wels of pꝛice: very glad thereſoꝛe that Ly ſima- 
chus had giuen the onſet, ſhe determined to counterbuffe him 
in this manner.

Wade not therfore Where tlie toord hath no footing. barke 
not witli the wolues of Syria againſt the Moone, Jooke not 
to climbe to Oha, way not at impoſſibilities, hut pacific 
that with patience, which thou canſt not obtaine being pal- 
fionate . If thou thankelt theſe denialls be but words of 
courſe, and perfwadelt thy ſelfe that women will be firſt 
coy, and then courteous, as the marblethat drops of raine 
doe piere, thou ſhalt{{weete heart)deeply deceiue thy ſelfe, 
and highly wrong me. In a word, I with quiet to thy 
thoughts, and an end to thy loues.

Varrona hauing thus enden her leffer , he delinered it te 
Toxeus, who lending him padely to Lyſunachus lodging, 
found him very melancholy , and ak God wot was about 
Varrona. Lyſunachus hauing recetucd the letter, _

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into his Chamber, gd read the contents. No ſwner had he 
vicwed and reuie lues ouer her cruell determination, but in a 
great extaſie ot minde he cried out Dulcior eff mars quam a- 
mor: and with th u ſlinging out of his Chamber, he fell inte 
bitter, and extreame ſozrowes. Procyon gticuing at his 
friends hard foꝛtune, fought with plauſible perlwadons to ap- 
veale his furious melancholie, wiſhing htm whatiocucr War- 
1014 wrote, Gill fo thuile her a woman, that would ong while 
ty ꝛuſt out fancte with a finger, and Creight entertaine love as 
a friend: {gut either time, og his tcenſtancie Would make. her 
pe to che lure of his deſires, Thus ſougyt the Shepheard 
to wꝛrlt Him. from his paſſions; but in vaine, foꝛ her anſwere 
confirmed eich ſuch periwallre determinatious ſo quieited 
tho tonceit of his hope, ih at goum melancholie to his bed, loue 
left him to his quict llumbers Which were not long, faz as ſang 
8s Phœbus ſhaking his deawie lockes ors the mountaines, 
had poſted froth the watry cabbin of Nercus, ſummoning 
plow fwames to thctr handte labour, 1. y(wnachus roſe, and 
unth'Procvon went into the fields, where vnkolding their 
 Shepe, they (ate them downe vaber an Oluue tres, both ol 
them dtucrflp affeccd, | y!imachus toying in the extellencie 
ol Varrena, and Procyon ſozrowing lo the artefcs which 
[ vſtmackus ſuſteined, not quict in thought till he night 
heare of his health. As thus both of them ſate in their dumps, 
they might elpie where V arrona with ber two Gentlewomen 
tript amongſt the law nes. At this ſodauie ſpectacle, as a man 
metame:phoſed he hahtly ipꝛang from the gronnd, deſiring 
fo ſalute the (ole miſtres of his thoughts: wherefoze willing 
the Shepheard to crpc his returne, he boꝛded her with this 
kind of greeting, gtuingher likewiſe the Borrorne thus. 
Gentle Apmph, all haple and as pꝛoſperous be pou in yer 
enterpꝛiles, as you happie in content, If I be blunt in dilcoue⸗ 
ring mp affectiohs, and vſe litiie elc quence in ſeuelling ont my 
loves, J apprale to the ſhine of veritie which moweth no 
ſubtilifles, to frame my Ae ſhereſoꝛt bo pour romiitrie faſhion, 
with much filith, and liffle flatterte. Know veawrifan Vac -

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rona, that befoze Jlſaw you J knew not lcues cuurber, but 
held aﬀection as a top, not as a maladie, vſing fancie as the 
Hiperborej do their flowers, which they weare in their bo⸗ 
ſomos all dap, aud calt them into the fire fo; tuell at night. 1 
liked all, becauſe J loued none, and who was maſt faire, on her 
I fed mine epes, but as charilie as the Ber, that as ſone as ſhe 
hath ſuckt hony from the Role, Creight flies to the Parigold. 
Lining thus at my owne liſt, J wondzed at ſuch as were in 
loue, and when J read their paſſions, J toke them only foz 
ems that flowed from the quicknes of thcir wit, not the 
oxrowes of the heart. But now faire Nymph loue hath taught 
me ſuch a leſſon, that J mult conteſſe his deilie and dignitie, 
as there is nothing ſo pꝛetious as beautie, ſo there is nothing 
moze piercing then fancy. Foz fince my eye take a curious 
ſuruep of pour excellence, haue ben ſo fettered with pour 
beautie and verfne, as (werte Varrona) Lyſunachus with- 
out further circumſtance loues V arrona.

Although theſe wozds were moft hea- 
uenlie harmonie in the eares of the Nymph, vet to ſerme cop 
at the firſt courting,and to diſdaine loue, howſoencr ſhe diſd a⸗ 
ned loue ſhe made him this replie.

Do we not know 
Lyſimachus, that mens fongves are like Mercunes ptpr, 
that can inchaunt Argus with an hundzed cpes:? and their 
woꝛds as pzeiudiciall as the charmes of Circes, that trank 
fozm<d men into monſters? Tf ſuch Syrens ling, we poꝛe 
women had n de ſtop our earcs, caſt in hearing we pꝛouc ſo 
folifh hardie, to belicue them: and fo periſh in truſting 
much, and ſup, ting little, L y tmachus P:/cator lu ſapit, 


he that hath bene once poiſoned, and attcrwards care not to 
F bowſe 
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bowl e of every potion, is wozthie to ſuffer double penance. 
Giae me leaue tomiſtruft, thongh J do not condenme. [. yſ1- 
machus is now in lone with Varrona, he a S5cpbeard of 
meane parents, ſhe a Lady of great parentage: he poꝛe, ſhe 
honourable. Can loue conſiſt of contrarietics 2 Will the 
Faittcon pearch with the Katreſlc ? the Lion harbour with the 
Wolfe: Tl Venus topne roabes and rags together: 02 can 
there be a fympathie bctweene a Bing and a beager* Then 
Lyſimachus, how can J beleeve that love (ſhould vnite our 
thoughts, when foꝛtune bath ſet ſuch difference betwerne our 
degrees: But thon likeſt of Varronas beawtie, Men in their 
fancie reſemble y Walpezwhich (coznes that flower frõ which. 
ſhe hadfetchthcr war: playing like the inhabitats of the Jland

Varrona, whom 
lone pꝛicked fozward with deſize, pꝛomiſed fo diſpatch her al⸗ 
faires with as great haſte as either time oz oppoꝛtunitie would 
mac her leaue, and ſo reſting vpon this point after many im⸗ 
bzacings and ſwerte kiſſes they departed, 

Varrona hauing taken her leaue of her beſt beloued Ly ſi- 
machus, Went immediatelp home, her merrie countenance 
giuing no ſuſpition of miſtruſt at all. Ly ſimachus peze ſoule 
Was no leſſe iopłull, that being a Shepheard, foꝛtune had fa- 
uoured him ſo, as to reward him with the loue of a Ladie, ho⸗ 
ping in time fo be aduanced from that condition, to be the hul⸗ 
band of a rich Pꝛinceſſe. So that he thought every houre a 
peare, till by their departure they might pzcuent danger, not 
ceaſing ſtill to go cucry day to his Shepe, not ſo much foz the 
care of the flocke, as fo; the deſire he had fd (re his loue and 
ſwetcheart Varron. , who oftentimes when oppaztuni'te 
would ſerue pꝛiuately repaired thither {albeit her fathers pꝛo⸗ 

hibition to the contrary! to faxde her fancic with the werte 
content of LL vimachus pꝛeſente. And albeit ſhe neuer went 
fo viſit him but moſt ſetretip, pct her oft rep ure made her not 
only ſuſpected, but knownc to diu ers of their neighbours, who 
fo: the god will they bare to old l'roc) on, fold him ſecre tp of 
the matter, wiſhing him to aduertiſe LyHmachus ofit, that 
he would ik it were poſſible reſtraine his ltbectte, In the meane 
time Warrona was not llacke in her aff nres, but applied her 


matters with ſuch diligence, that ſhe pꝛouided all things fit 
G fog 
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fo their 4ouracy, £realure and Jcwcls ſhe had Zotten great 
ſtoꝛe, thinking there was no better friend then monp in a 
ſtrange country: rich attire (he had pzoutbcd fo; L ſunnclius, 
and becauſe the could not baing the matter ta paTTe, without 
the help and aduile of ſome one, (he made the cld ſcruaut of 
hers called | oxcus, who had ſerned her from hie chudbote 
| pꝛiuie to her affaires, who freing no perſwaſions teuid pꝛe⸗ 
_ uaile to diert her from her ſeticd determination. gaue his 
conlent, and dealt ſo ſecretlie iu the cauſe, that within ſho:t 
ſpace he had gotten a Wi readie foz their p..ſſage, The 
Mariners, ſ&x1ng a fi: gale of wind fo2 their purpoſe, wiſhed 
T oxcus to make no delapes, icaſt if they pzctermitteb this 
god weather, they might ay long cre they had ſach a 
faire winde. T oxcus fearing that his negligence ſhould hin⸗ 
der the iournes, in the night time conueighed the Trunkes 
full oftreaſure into the Ship, and by ſecret meanes let LI. 
machus vnderſtand, that the next mozning thep meant to 
depart ;he vpon the newes llept very little that night, but got 
him bp carcly and went fo his ſhœpe, loking euerp minute 
when he ſhould ſ& Varrona. Now (& the valiantnes of a 
virgin, oz rather conſider the fozce of loue, which matzeth fhe 
weake ſtrong, the witleſſc wiſe, the ſimple ſubtile, yea, and 
the moſt cowards moſt couragious. Foz that mozmmng Var. 
rona attired her ſclfe in one ofhcr Pages apparell, and trud⸗ 
ged out ofthe towne, as if ſhe had bern {cnt on ſame meſſage, 
and ſo faſt as her faint legges (but lrengthencd by lone) could 
carrie her, ſhe haſted thzough the wards to the fields, where 
the ſaint whom (he only honoured was rcadie to receiue her: 
who though at the firſt he knew her not, but thought ſhe 
dad been Cupid oz Mercuric fallen from the heauens, yet 
at length by her louing lokes caſt vpon him, he knew who 
it was, and embzacing her faſt in his armes, ſaid; Ik Tuptrer 
(werte wench) ſhould (& thee in this Pages apparcll, no 
doubt but he would fozgoe his Ganyucde, and take thee 
bp into heaven in his (teede, O moſt ſoucr 3tanc Ladle and 
Piltres, what ſeruice Gall J be able euer to do you, which 


may 
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may. countetuaile thts kindnes :? what dutie can bs a due 
retompence to this god will? Af J by any meanes can re- 
quite this curteſie, J neuer doubt to be deemcd vngrateſull 
while Alue. But accept( god Laie I beſech you, that which 
1s in me to perfozme, which is, the faithfulleſt heart that euer 
was vowed (9 Ladie, which when it ſwcrueth from vou, let 
the. tozments of I antalus, Lyuus, Sy ſiphus , and all the 
'ruthfull rout of hell be heaped vpon me. V arrona hearing 
him ſo carneſt, ſaid, 

Few woꝛds moſt wozthie Ly !:1aaclivis)are enough to win 
credit to a matter alreadie belieued: (oz only vpon confidence 
of pour conſtant x faithtull hcart towards me, J haue thus vn; 
aduiledly aduenturep mine honour as pou ſee, deſiring you not 
ſi2iſterlie to thinke of this mp attempt, being boldned thereto 
by the great loue which J bare towards you, t by the lopaltie 
which J loke foz of you towards me. Ay (ſaid Lylunachus) if 
X ſhould make anp ul interpꝛetatid of your — loue and 
ſincere affeckon towards me, 4 were the verieſt villaine on 
earth : foꝛ I take God to witnes, J take pour fozward will fo; 
ſuch fritdly fauour, that J doubt nip deſerts will neuer be able 
to anſwer thereto as J deſire: and with that he aptly ended his 
talk vpõ her mouth. Bow fro thence they poſted to the hauen 
where the ®htp lap, not daring any longer to (tay fo; feare of 
appꝛehẽſion by poſts which ſhould be ſcnt alter the, Whither 
ſo ſone as they were come, the Pariners were readie with 
ther” Cock-boate fo ſet them abo2d, where being coucht toge⸗ 
ther 11 a cabbin, thep hoiſting their maine ſailes weighed 
anchog, and haled into the drepe, haying a luſtie gale in the 
pope which d2ave them gallantip ſozward. But on the next 
moꝛning about the b:cake ofthe day, the aire began to be 6- 
nercaſt, the winds to riſe, the ſeas to (well, yea p:clcntly there 
aroſe ſuch a fcarcfull tempeſt as the Ship was in danger to be 
ſwallowed vp with eucry lea, the name maſt with violẽce o! 
thc wind was th:;owne oucr-bo2d. the ſaples were tozue, the 
tackling went in ſunder, the ſtoz;ne raging ſtill ſo furioully, 
hat poze V.rroua was almoſt dead foz feat e, but that thc 
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was greatly comfozted with the pzeſence of Lyſimachus The 
tempeſt continued thzee dales, all which time the matrincrs 

tuerp minute loked fo2 death, and the apze was ſo darke- 
ned with cloudes, that the maiſter could not tell by the com- 
paſſe in what coaſt they were. But vpon the fourth day a- 
bout nine ofthe clock, the wind began to ceaſe, the ſea to ware 
talme, and the lite to be cleerc, and the marriners delcrped the 
toaſt of Arcaa:a: ſhwting off their 0zdinace foz toy that they had 
eſcaped ſuch a f:arcful tempeſt, Ly ſunachus hearing that they 
were arriued at ſome harboꝛ, ſweetly kiſſed Varrona . bad her 
be ol god courage being ſet on land, and rewarding the marri⸗ 
ners bountifulip fo2 their paines, they ſoiourned in a little vil⸗ 
lage a mile diſtant from the ſea, where after they had reſted fo; 
a dap, the made pꝛouiſiũ foz their mariage, which eccoꝛding to 
the ſacred rites was ſolemnelp cetebzatcd: which being perfoꝛ⸗ 
med, putting on pilgrims aparrell, thep went hand in hand. 
and heart in hart, wailfuily and wilfully wand2ing in that vn- 
knowne counttie Arcadia, to àuoide further puniſhment and 
dilpleaſure, 

Sell gentlewomen the lamentable lot of loue Winch d2ane 
Varrona from her plcaſant pallace, from her flouriſhing 
friends, from her trame oł ſeruants, from her ſumptuous fare, 
from her goꝛgeous garments, from varietie of delights, from 
ſccure quietacſſe:pea from heauen!y happines, lo wiloe wilder⸗ 
neſſe:to deſatt dens to careful caues:to hard cheere with hawcs 
and hippes, to pilgrims pelts:to perill of ſpoiſing, to danger of 
deuouring o miſerie oł mind, to affiction ot bodie, pca to hel. 
liſh heauineſſe. O pittiles parent to pzefer his own hate befoze 
his childs loue, his owne diſpleaſurcs, bt foꝛe his childs pleas 
ſures, to ſoꝛget that himſelle was once pong and ſubic a to loue, 
to meaſure the fi ie flames of youth by the dead coals of age, to 
gouerne his child 1. his ewne luſt, which nov) is , not which 
was in tunes paſt To ſcœhic to alter his natorall off. con fron; 
his daughter vpon ſo light a car;ſe,ſhewing himſelle a rebell to 
nature to vndo the deſlinits, and diſappoint the appointment of 
the Gods , (hcwing himſelfe a trayto; to them. 
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A wo oz thzee dayes being paſſed,and noe nt les heart ot 
Varrona, Sy llumus afſured ot her eſcape , crycd out as a man 
halle lunatick, he was by I) ſunachus robd of his onciꝑ iebocl, 
where vpon in a diſpairing furic he cmomanded Prey on tobe 
ſent foz in al hall. dA ho maruauling what the matter cheuld be, 
began to cramine his owne conſcience, wherc in he had offen 
ded the Duke, but imboldned with his tnocencie,couragiouſly 
went to the pallace; whither aſſone as he came, he was not ad- 
mitted vnto the pꝛeſence of Sy llanus, but pzcſently (crit to pzi/ 
fon, Panp paſſionate thoughts came into his head, till at laſt he 
began to fall into conſideratiou 07 1 \ #machus tollics, and to 
meditate with bimlclfe : leaning his head on his hand, and bis 
clbow on his kner, full of (ozrgw,grick, and diſquietet paſſions. 
he relolued into theſe tcarmes. | 

Unhappie rocyo1, whome to much courteſie hath lcd to 
theſe miſtoztunes , and vaine credulitie wꝛapt u the mage of 
theſe calamities, Now J ſee,but alas to late, that the ſmothcR 
tales fo the moſt part haue put {mall truth, that the fowleſt 
ſhin is couered with faire paintings, that vice lieth ebfuſcatcd 
in the cinders of honeſt ſumplicitte.CCioe Worth the dap wherc⸗ 
in my eie offended in the pꝛodigalit:e of her ſight: woe wozth 
that J pittied his deſtreſſes, relieued his wants, folic compaſli- 
on of his neceſſities, ſuccourcd his ſtate, entertamed him, tauo⸗ 
red affe qed him, and appꝛoued his bchamoz..1!! theſe J greatly 
feate, will ik not ruinate my ſelte, pet make (hipw2acke of my 
credit and liking with the Duke, fo that by liumg J ſhall die to 
want, z by death purchaſe ſuch a name of inlamnie as neuer thal 
be fozgotten:be penitent, ⁊ aſſign thy life ſome penance to diſeo⸗ 
uer thy ſo ob a pacific his wzath. In the depth ofthis his paſſi- 
on, he was ſent foꝛ to the dutte, who with a loke that thecat id 
death, inte rtained him 9 demande d of him where his daughter 
was, Procyon made anſwerc, that indade LVH Was 
to familiar with Narrona his daughter wherevpon J fcaring 
the woꝛſt ( quoth he about 3,02 4. daies paſt verte ſharplp re⸗ 
duked him fo; his laucineſſe: adding moꝛzeouer, that it u were 


not left, he would bzing beth vpon himſelle extreme pzeutdice, 
© 3 and 
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and efernall confuſion vpon me and my Wife: now the next 
| mozning after, J vcither heard ofhim oꝛ lawe him. Syllamus 
8 perceiuing the mans vnfained ſimplicitie, let him depart with- 
_ outincurring further diſpleaſure, concealing ſuch ſecret griefe 
fo2 his daughters relchleſſe ſollie . that ſhe had ſo fozgotten her 
honour, and parentage, by ſo b.ſe a choice, to diſhonour her fa- 
ther, and diſcredit her ſelte, that with verie care and thought 
he fellinto aguartain fcuer, which was (a vnflit fox his aged 
pcares and complexion, that he became ſo weake, as the Phiſi⸗ 
tions would net grant him no life. And one dap being in his a⸗ 
gonte be bzeathed cut his nrizfs in this ioꝛrowfull ſozt, 
—— the divire pꝛouidence of God, did not mont 
maintenance of mankind, ſurely the charge of childz# 
is i ſuc a heauic burden, that it would feare men from entring 
into the holy ſtate of matrunony . Foz to omit the inconue ni⸗ 
4 ence of their mfancy, which are infinite, when they dzawe once 
to mans eſtate, what time they ſhould be a ſtap to our ſtagge⸗ 
ring age, god God with what trouble do they toꝛment vs: with 
what cares do they conſume vs? what annoyes doe they al⸗ 
flic our decaping peares withal? They ſay we are renued and 
reuiucd as it were in our offpztig, but we may ſay we die 
daplie in thinking of the deſperate derdes ol our chilozen. And 
as the ſpider feeleth if her webbe be pꝛickt but with the point 
of a pinne: fo if sur childꝛen are touched but with the leaf 
trouble that is, we kerle the fozce of it to pierce vs to the 
heart. But how well this tender care is by them confi- 
dered, alas it maketh my heart bleve to thinke . It we loke 
lo obcdience of them , and that they ſhould followe our 
counſaile in the conueigh sf their affaires, why they imagine 
we dodte , and their owne wits arc farre better then ours. If 
we warne them to be warie and thzitic, they thinke it pꝛoces⸗ 
deth rather of conetoninclle then of kindneſflc: if we pꝛouide 
them no marriages , if is becauſe we will depart with no 
living to them: if we perſwade them to marriage, it is be- 
cauſe we will haue them to fozſake all god fellowſhip, and 
liue like. clownes in the countric by the plough taile: if we 
| perſwade 
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perlwade them to learning, it is, that they might line by it 
without our charge: if we perſwade them to one wife ras 
ther then an other, it is becauſe the one is richer then the 
othcr, It we loke ſcucrely to them, we louc them not: if 
we bſc thein fanultarlp , we feede them with flatterie, be- 
cauſe we will giue them littie: and ſo of all our loving 
dards they make theſe lewd deviſes : yea when we haue 
b;cught them vp with great care and coſt, when we haue 
trauailed all our time by (ca and by land, carcly and late 

in patne and in perrill, to heape vp treaſure fo; them, when 
we haue by contiuuall tepic ſhoꝛtned our owne lines to leng⸗ 
then and inlarge their liuings and poſſeſſions , vet if we 
ſuffer them not to ropſt and to rpot, to ſpill and to ſpople, 
fa lauiſh and to conſume, pea and to follow the furie of their 
owne frantick fancies in all things, this fozſ@th is cur re- 
compence , they wilh an end of our liues , to haue our 
liuings.

had (he none to fixe her fancie on but a Swaine, the nne 
of J knowe not whome e Alas lone hath no rcſp:« of 
perſons : yet was not my god will and con to 
be craued therein ? alas ſhe ſawe noc poſſibilitie to ob⸗ 
taine it. 


But now alas, J would grant my god will, but it - fo 
ate, 
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ute, der feare ol my forie is forgreat euer fo be found, her ſult 
is to great, ener to loi me in the face any moꝛe, and my ſoz⸗ 
row is to great, euer to be ſalued. And thereupon got him to 
bed very heauilte affcacd, daply bens 1h the loſſe cf his 
daughter V a: rona, with whom J bo now begin. 
The Sunne ſotourning in his winter manſlon had diſro- 
bed Arcadia of all her pleaſures, and diſgarniſhed Veſtacs 
mantle ofdelights variable choice, wherewith blora had in 
plentie powzed the treſhnes of her earſt grene hoe, Night 
ſufed in a duſkie robe of pitchie darkencs, beſteged the globe 
with long ſhadowes, while 1'hocbus wanting wonted vigour, 
did by darting his ſcarce reficted beames, affw;d ſmall com. 
fo2t to the carths increaſe, ſo that Arcadia carſt the ſoneraigne 
ſeate o all content, and ſole place of woꝛlds perfections,feemed 
now a patterne ot the ancient Cliaos, whcrem all things (i 
things were confcunded, Fields flowerlefſe,fres leauelcſſe, 
ground heafclcſſe, bzokes flreameclele, ſpꝛings bnhannted, 
groucs vnhalowed, augmented this hue ofhozrour, ble miſh 
of Furops paradice, The mayden huntreſſe Arcaaaes patro- 
nelle, did ſeldome trace the platncs guarded with her troupe dt 
virgin knights, to fixe ſhafts on the flying beaſts, whoſe wont 
was in time ol heauens moze milde aſpcc, to grace the fields 
with het daily pꝛeſente, and when her bzothers ſcozching heate 
tired her limbs with faintncs, to bath her chaſt bodte in ſome 
plcaſant bzoke, Noz did the wanton Satpꝛes lightlie ſkipping 
on the painted meades, (painted J meane by natures wozke- 
manſhip) vaunt their bodics agilitie fo the fairie wab- 
Aymphs, Pan, Arcaaiaes pꝛelldeut, pend vp himſelfe in his 
winter lodging, and the other rurall powers ſering their glo- 
rics date ended foz that pere, ſhouded themſelues in the place 
of their wonted repoſe, In this ſeaſon, a ſeaſon well fitting 
their melancholie thoughts diſtracted with modie paſlions, 
Varrona and Lyſimachus, the maps of foztuncs mutabilt- 
tie, left their countrie, wandzed in middeſt of winters rage 
ſurcharged with loꝛrow, the cxfremitle whercof made them 


baplcſſe abies, while rough Yorcas winters henchman mul⸗ 
fring 
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tering legions of ſtozmes, ſcourged the plaines with a troupe 
of tempeſts, and aimed his violent blaſts af the talleſt tras to 
lop their heights pzide, and combatting with his companions, 
filled the aire with dzcadfull noyſe of their tumultuous en 
counter ; theſe infoztunate foucrs, in whoſe minds lone mar, 
tialled millions of ſtrining paſſions, thus wandzing, whom 
faucie toſt in a boundleſſe Ocean of perplering thoughts, cea- 
ſed not their tranaile till the weathers intemperate furie cal- 
med by heauens milder inllueuce, toke truce with time, and 
ſealed the attonement with a ſodaine change. But when 
Phoebus xenuing his yercly taſke, and denping longer reſt 
dence to ſtoꝛmie winter, had pierced earths entrailes with 
comfoztable warmth, opening a frutefall paſſage fo2 the iſſue 
of her wombe, to cloath Pomonacs bzanches with natures 
bountie, and diapꝛe her owne mantle with Floracs ſenſe- al 
luring pomp 3; Ly ſimachus and Varrona entred the maine 
continent of Arcadia, where (ing the late hue of hozrour 
turned to an heauen of eyes happines, they redoubled many 
fahes dꝛawne from the depth of their wolull hearts centre: 
fo: remembzing that Hellus was earſt diſmantled, the trees 
- bereaued of their bloſſomes beautie, carths natur all dex as 
anatomized by time, in the place where froſtie Hy ems had 
dilplaied her pcie trophies, they lamented to thinke that theſs 
tokens of wozibs mutabilitie had recoucred their fozmer flow 
rich by the pres timely alteration, but their deſperate fo2- 
tunes (as they imagined) had no hope of any happie ſpzing to 
calme the winter of their woes, D2owned in theſe deepe mo⸗ 
ditations, they pꝛoterded penſiue, but they had not walkcd 
farre, when they eſpied a faire bzoad Dake, whoſe ſpatious 
bzanches enuironed the ground lying vndcrneath with a ſha⸗ 
die circle. There they determined to reſt a while their bodies 
wearicd by long iourneis, and ſomewhat diſburthen their 
ſoules by diſp!aping their ſoꝛrowes. 

As thus they were diſconrſing of their foꝛtunes, they beheld 
as they loked back an Arcadian, and by his habit emed a 
Syhepheard, who oucr- hearing the laſt wozds of their com⸗ 


plairts and aiming\{!heugh anuſſe) at the occaſion of their ſoꝛ⸗ 
0 rowes, 
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rotes thought that v-ma ſtrangers hs lamꝭ ted þ loſſe of their 
wap. to which nnag:1iatth applying his woꝛds, he began thus. 
Friends (toꝛ ſo JF may tearme pou without offence) the 
day is almoſt ſprac,and the night being dangerous to; ſuch as 
pou are, oꝛ at leaſt ſœine to be, J meane ſtrangers ; accept then 
a ſimple lodging in mp cottage, with ſuch homelp fare as 
Shepheards houſes veid, and when to moꝛrowes Sunne ſhal 
diſplay his bꝛight (though late toꝛc eie ſle) beames, pe may pꝛo⸗ 
ſecute pour intended iourney, wherein il ny dircaions map 
further pou, ye ſhall find me readie to affw2d them, They won⸗ 
dering at ſich rare humanitie harboured in thoſe contemptible 
werds made alõg pauſe as if they had eniopned their mouthes 
to perpc tuall ſilence, at laſt Lyiimaclus ſhapt him this replie, 
Friend (foz ſo your pꝛeffered tourteſie bindes vs fo tearme 
you) mule not that ſos interrupt my woꝛds, 02 ſozrowes ſeas 
ſoa my diſcourſe, which onely comfozt my fates haue aſſigned 
me, What we were we li not now to repeate, what we are, 
vou ſe we grien? : a lodging in your cottage we gladly accept: 
pour tountrie fare we wil thankfullie receiue; your directions 
wil be ner dleſſe, foꝛ we wander thus vp and downe to light on 
ſome cottage, where J and my wife with this our leruant map 
dwell, ſoꝛ we purpoſe to buy ſome Farme, and aflock of ſheep, 
to become ſhepheards, meaning to liue low, 4 content vs with 
a conntrie life: foz J haue heard ſome ſay that they d2ink with⸗ 
out ſiſpition, 4 lleepe without care, And if this double fauour 
do pꝛocerd frb pon, then in requitall of yoar courteſie, firſt, we 
beſech Iupiter Xenius the patron of hoſpitalitic, and pꝛotec⸗ 
tour of ſtrangers, fo bleſſe our labours, pꝛoſper our attempts, 
and enrich pour ſfoze with hoped plentie:next, we vow by that 
baightlamp heavens oꝛnament, that if foꝛtune (as ſhe is neuer 
fable) raiſe vs fro ſo low an cbbe tothe wonted height of our 
god hap, we will remunerafe pour kindnes with moſt ampie 
recompence, Alexis (ſuch was the @Shephcards name) ſing 
maieſtie in their lokes, grauitie ſeated in diſguiſe, ropaltie (us 
ted in baſe altire, gathered by theſe pꝛobable coniccures, that 
they couls be of no meane degree; mwued therefoze with a der⸗ 
perremozle, he courteouſlie intreated them to repaire to his 
ſumple 
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Aumpie lodging, and remaine there till foztere ſhould conuert 
her frownes into fauoars, pꝛoteſting that though he could not 
entettaine them as the qualitie of their condition required, vet 
he would ſupplie in god will the difavling defeets of his [cw e- 
Qate; and foꝛ the buying ofa arme quoth he)pe come in god 
time. ſoꝛ my Landlozd intends to ſell both the Farme, hill, and 
the flacke J kepe, and theape ye may have them toꝛ readie 
mony : which mꝛought luch cheerefulnes in their hearts, that 
they yeslded m nullions of thanks, and accompanied him to 
his houſe, Into which when they entred,they found it not goꝛ⸗ 
 &gcouſly emboſt, pet gailie trinuned? not courtlie, pet comelp:; 
. though homely, pet handſome: and they were hindlie welco⸗ 
med by Alexis wife, who greeted them with a merrie countes 
nance, being by her hulvandcertificd of their foztunes, 
The next mozne they lap long in bed, as wearied with the 
foile of vnaccaſtomed trauaile; but as ſone as thep got vp they 
reſolued there to ſet vp their teſt c by the help of Alexis, ſwapt 
a bargaine with bis Landlo2d, and ſo became maiſters ot ths 
Farme, q ofthe flock, her ſelfe putting on the attire ofa Shep- 
herdefle, and Ly ſimachus of a yong (waine,both cſteemed fas 
mous amonglt p Shepheards of Arcadia. Lining thus tointly 
together, they began to be as Ciceronicall, as they were amo⸗ 
rous, with their hands thaift coneting to ſatiſfie thcir hearts 
thirſt, + to be as diligent in labours, as they were affectionats 
in loues, ſa that the pariſh wherem they lived ſo affected them 
fo; the courſe of their life, that they were counted the very mir⸗ 
rours of a Democraticall methode. Living thus in a league of 
vnited vertues, foꝛtune enuping their pꝛolperitie, railed vp ons 
Mrchander to race e beate down it it were poſſible, the firmie 
foundation of their faithfull bnilding, and biding together. 
Foz this M:rch.nderglauncinghis gazing eyes on the bla⸗ 
ning beautie of Varrona reteiued ſo dcepe an impꝛtſſion of her 
pericction in his heart, that unmediately he fixed his fancie 
vpõ her comely cops. And being the chiet᷑ ruler of the titie, he 
perſwaded himſelf that there was none in that town ſo tout,

Oz is it the helliſh hags, and (pirits of ſpight,that bereaued 
me otrealon, executed their.crueitie on me: As it loue that lea⸗ 
deth me to this luſt? 02 is it hate y haleth me to this hurt t miſs 
chiete. No, no, the Gods guide vs to godnes, the furics of hell 
they fvzcc vs to filthines:neuher doth that any way deſerue the. 
name ot loue, which bzingeth lucy tozment to imp troubled 
minde,y all the diuels in the wozld could not pertozme the like. 
But (ee my raſhnes,why am I ſo blindly bold, beaſtlp to blal⸗ 
pheme againlt p which pzoceeds altogether trom nature, which

darke, wgole lwiæte face nugyt perfume the are from all nop- 
(ome (nels which aught annoy them, 4 beyo dung pour kuety 
loks,qperfec ſhape, they might take (uch delight that the wea⸗ 
rincfle of the way coulo nothing moleſt oz grieue them. Varro- 
na hearing her ſelte io greatly pꝛaiſed ot lo great a perſonage 
as he was, could not kepe the roſes red out of her alablaſtet 
cheekes , 4 thiaking no ſerpentuie matice to ke hid vader thele 
morrie e ſugred wozds , the gaue hun this courtesus anſwere, 
It ũr the company had made ao better pzouſton tv; lights,and 
ther things necellarie, then ſuch as you ſpcake oc, tyep night 
(one haue ſlipt into the mixe: butas J perceiue by your woes, 
rou are diſpoſed to icſt, and be merrie, ſo J am content fo this 
once to be made the inſtrument thereof, thereby to eale ſome 
part of the paines which pou are like to take in recctning fach 
troubleſome gueſts as we are: ano foz our chere pou node 
take no thought, fo; it ſhall be ſo much to god {oz vs, by how

The banquet being ended, eucry one ofthe pꝛepared them- 
ſelues to heare a ſtage play, which was the readie to be perfo3- 
med: But Mæchander being able to play but one part, which 
was of a poꝛe dilkraged louer, determined to goe o ward with 
the tragedie alreadie begun betwene Varrona and him, and 
ſing her ſet out of her huſbands ſight, placed himſelle by her, 

and entered into reaſoning with her, to this purpoſe, 
If(faire V arrona)this ſimple banquet had bene ſo ſweet and 
pleaſant fo your (emely ſelfe and the reſt, as your ſight is de- 
lightfull to me, J am perſwaded you would not haue changed 
pour cher fo Nectar and Ambroſia, which the Poets faine to 
be lode ol the gods, but ſeeing there was no cauſe of delight in 
the one, g the other containeth that in it which may cotent the 
Cods thẽſelues, 3 ſhal deſtre you in god part to accept the one, 
and cout teoullp to accept me wozthy to eniop the olher.

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Jconnt not my ſelle bound in conſcience to coumteruaile them, 
only J am ſozy they were not beſtowed on ſome maze woꝛthis 
pour cltate, and lefle wozthie an honeſt name then my ſelle, 
which being the chiele riches J haue, J meane molt diligently 
ntereſt which canellingly you claime in me, as 
it conſifteth ol falle pꝛemiſes, ſo though they wert true, pet the 
concluſion which pou infer thereof follsweth not neceflarilie, 
Foz were it ſo that pour loue were greater towards me then 
my huſbands (which you cannot induce me to beleeve) pet le:

Gcatiewoman if pou were endned with as many god conditis 
ons as you haue liued peares , you would neuer haue vnder⸗ 
taken ſo ſhamefull a meſſage: and were it not moe fo re⸗ 
nerence of pour peares , then in reſpect of pour errand, 7 
would make pour filthie trade of life ſo famous, that you 
ſhould cucr hereafter be aſhamed to ſhew pour face in any 
honeſt companie. What doe pou thinke , though mony can 
make you a bawd, that it can make me an harlot? and though 
pou fo2 gaine flee no filthynclle , that J fo2 glozie follow no 
faithfulnelſc either towards my ſpouſe and huſband , oz to- 
wards my Lozd and God? Doe pou iudge me ſo couetous ol 
coine, oꝛ ſo pꝛodigal of mp honour, that to get the one, J wil loſe 
the other £ © doth he that ſent pou think e ſo obieclie of 
me, that gaine may moze pꝛeuaile with me then god will, 
monp moze then a man, ſe wells moze then gentleneſle, pearles 
moze then troubles which he hath endurcd ſoz my ſahe: 
No let him vnderſtand , if anp thing could haue cauſed me to 
ſwarue from my ductie , loue not lure (ſhould haue a'lurcd me 
thereto , But as J am tully reſolued, faithfully fo ka pe my 
bowe. and pꝛomiſe made to wy haſvand ſo J beleech him not 
fo beſtow any moze labour in attempting that, vnto which 
he Chal neucr attaine : foz befoze this mp reſolution (hall be re- 
uerſed, he (hail ſee the diſſolution of my bodie into duſt, But 
ifhe will not thus giue ouer his ſute, he will cauſe me to 
make thoſe pꝛiuie to his dealings, who will make him aſha⸗ 
med ol them: and foz pour part, packe you hence with this 
your trumperie, to thoſe which meaſure ther honour bp the 
puce of pꝛoſit, and their glozic by the guerdon of gaine. 
This gad old ſubaudi gentlewoman being gone away with 
a fleain hereare, Varrona began to tytute on the matter with 
aduiſed deliberation, and entered into reaſoning with her ſelle 
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What fearefull follie is this in me fo contemne the friends 
chip of ſo great a Lozd, whom the bzaucſt Ladie in this land 
would willingly receine foz huſband, and A rigoꝛoullie refuſe 
lo ſcruant 2 What is that honour wherenpon J ſand ſo 
f:ffcly 2 Shall it not rather increaſe my dignitie, to haue ſo 
noble aleruant? And what is that chaſtitie which J ſceke ſo 
charily to keepe 2 Do not ſome men ſay, that women alwapes 
liue chaſtly pnough, ſo that they liue chartly ynough # that us, 
ſo that they conueigh their matters ſo coucrtly, that their dos 
ings be not coinmonly knowne: foꝛ otherwile to incontinencis 
were added impudencie; ukewiſe foz a woman to enter in 
tonuerſation with a raſcall ofno reputation , cannot be but a 
great blemiſh to the bzightncſſe of her name: fo2 a foule adul⸗ 
terer is euer woꝛſe then adulterie it ſelfe, And is it not a great 
ſigne ſhe loatheth her hulband, when ſhe liketh one better, 
which is cuerp wap wozſe 2 But to haue atricnd oł reſerua⸗ 
tion whole very countenance map credit her huſband, me⸗ 
thinks cannot be no great diſhonour, either to the one, oz to 
the other. Mhat diſcredit was it to Helen, when (he left her 
huſband Nlenclaus and went with Paris to Trey? did not 
the whole glozte of Greece to her great gloꝛic goe in armes to 
fetch her againe ? And if ſhe had not been counted a peece of 
pꝛice, 02 if by that fact ſhe had defaced her honour, is it to be 
thought the Grecians would haue continued tenne perres in 
warre continually to win her againe? But to leaue honour 
and chaſtitic, and come to commoditie and ſafetie, what do J 
know what perils will follow of this repulle 2 Js it likely 
Mxchander will put vp this repꝛoch patiently? Map J not 
tuſily loke to haue his loue turned to hate, and that he will 
either by tyꝛannous meanes ſ&ke the ſubucrſion of my hul⸗ 
band, 02 by treacherous deſignements wozke the ouerthꝛow 
ok me, and my god name: Fo2 the firſt, Edward a Bing of 
England map ſetue fo an crample, who when the Connteſſe 
of Sa/6ry would not conſent to content his incontinent Des 
fre, he ſo raged againſt her parents and friends, as that the 
father was fozced to perſwade his owne daughter to follp, and 
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the mother as abawds fo pꝛoſtitute her to the Kings luſt, ard 
bzing her to his pꝛiuie chamber. Foz the ſecond, the Earle of 
Pancaliar may ſerue fo; teſtimonie, who when the Dutcheſſe 
of S«vey Would not peeld to his laſciuious luſt, wzought ſuch 
wiles, that ſhe was condemned foz adulterie, and iudged to 
 Caffer moſt ſhamefull death by burning. Now fe pzeucnt c1- 
ther of theſe perils, it licth in my power: and ſeeing of euils 
the leaſt is to be choſen, J thinke it beiter then to hazard life, 
liuing,0z god namec,tolole that which (hall be no great loſſe to 
my huſband oz mp ſelfe : fo2 as the Sunne though it ſhine on 
vs here in Arcadia, pet it giueth light likewiſe to thoſe which 
are in Ex gland. and other places, ſo is there that in me wherss 
with Ly limachus may be ſatiſſted, and Nl chander ſuſficed. 
And this encourageth me thereto the rather, fo2 that I ſe by 
experience in moſt of mp neighbours, that thoſe are euer moll 
made ol, who that way dcale moſt falſely with their huſbands, 
33cſides that, how openly ſoeuer they deale in theſe affaires, 
their huſbands neuer heare of it: nd though thep do, pet will 
they not hearken vnto it: and albeit they do in a manner ſe it, 
pet will they not belteue it: and though thereto they giue cre⸗ 
dance, pet will the y loue them the better, to haue them leave it 
the ſoner. Againe, what know whether my hulband deales 
falſely with me, and rowe in ſome other ſtreame, which il it be 
ſo, Ichall but ſane his ſoule in paying his debts, and cxerciſe 
the vertue of iuſtice in reguiting like foz line. And touching 
the coꝛruption of my bloud, J thinke it made moꝛe noble, in 
participating with one ol moꝛe dignitie then is my huſband. 
But canſt thou harlot call him huſband whom thou meancſ> 
ſo wickedly to betrap 2 Am J in my wits to vſe theſe ſenleleſle 
wozds 2 Js it mp mouth that hath vttered this blaſphemie: oꝛ 
was it thc Diucll within me that deliuered if fozth 2 No tf J 
were guiltie but in thought hereto, J would reffoze the fault 
with crin:znatl pennance: pea if 3 felt arp part in me apt to 
any ſuch cuill, J would cut it off, fo2 frare ofmfccting the reſt 
ot the be dy. God God whiter now is hononr fled, which was 
eucr wont to be the faireſt flower in my aarlant? whithernow 
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is chaſtitie baniſhed, which hath been alwaies the chicleſt tap 
of my ſtate: ſhall the ſuune ol my ſhining life be now eclipſed 
with an ad lo flthie, that the very remembzance thereof is no 
leſſe gricuous then death? Wihy was Helen foz all her heauely 
hew any other accounted then a common harlot 2 and was it 
not onclyto be reuenged on her, and on her champion Pars 
that the Grecans continued their ſiege ſo long? And touching 
the inconueniences which map incurre by this refuſall, is any 
cuill woꝛſe then diſhoneſtie? Js there any thing to be feared 
moze then cffence 2 Js not the leſſe of gods leſſe then ol ones 
god name: Js not an honozable death to be pzeferred befoze 
an infamous lite? And touching the Countt ſſe befoge rehears 
ſed, had ſhe cucr married with the King if ſhe had not cõtinued 
in her conſtancie to the end? And foz the Dutchele of Sa, 
what hurt (uſteined ſhe by that falſe accuſation 2 did it not 
matic her gloʒie and vertuc ſhew mez: ſplendentlic to the vi w 
of the whole wozld 7 pes no doubt of it. 

Foz like as ſtrcanes the moze you hinder their turtent, 
the greater is the deluge, 02 as the hearb Camomilc,the moze 
if is ſuppꝛeſſed, the moze it ſpꝛeadeth abzoadc : tuen ſo vertue 
and honeſtie, the moze they are wzonged with enuie, the moze 
they elcuate and extend their ſlouriſh: foz honour euer moꝛe is 
the reward of vertue, and doth accompany it as duly as the 
ſhadow doth the body. And as the Sunne though it be under 
a cloude kepeth Lill his baightneſſe, albeit by vs it cannot be 
diſcerned: ſo vettue though it be darkened with diucliſh deui⸗ 
ſes, pet it relerueth her power and vigour Ctill, though to vs it 
ſeeme vtterlp to be crtinguiſhed : ſo that ſo long as J remem⸗ 
ber vertue and hontſtie, J neede not cart what man, what 
malice, oꝛ the diuell can deuile againſt me. Qo, no, werte hul⸗ 
band, J will not make ther aſhamed to ſhew thy face amongſt 
the beſt of them: and J will let thee vnderſtand the villanie 
which that viper Maxchander indt uoureth to do thee, And 
ſhall J deale ſo fondly inderde? Js not the repulſe puniſhment 
pnough, vnleſſe J bewzap his doings fo Ly Himacnus, and fo 
pꝛocure him farther diſpleaſure ? yea, J might thereby be oc- 
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taſlon fo ſet them together by the eares, whereby it might fall 
out (as the euent of battaile ts alwayes doubtfull/ that mp hul⸗ 
band might be hurt, 02 laine, and the common repoꝛt would 
be (as the people are euer pꝛone to ſpeake the wzoft) that J, 
being an ill woman, had conſpired his confuſion and (ct I. 
chander to ſley him. And though no ſuch thing chaunced (as 
God fozbid it ſhould) pet this at leaſt J ſhould be ſure to get by 
it, that mp huſband euer after would be iealous oucr me, and 
right carefull would he be to keepe that which he ſawe others 
ſo buſily te ſecke. And (ſuch is the malice of men perchance he 
would tudge ſome light behautour in me to be the cauſe that 
encouraged Mxchander to attempt my chaſlitie, Foz men 
haue this common opinion amongſt them, that as there is no 
ſmoake but where thcre is fire, lo ſieldome is there any fcr- 
uent lone, but where there hath been ſome kindnes ſhewed to 
kindle ones deſire, Mozeover, this top may take him in the 
head, that it is a pzactiſe betweene vs tuo to pꝛeuent ſuſpitic n, 
and cloake our loue: and with the firme perſwaſion of mp in⸗ 
uincible chaſtitie, to lull bin a ſleepe in (ccuritie, and then moſt 
to deceiue him, when he leaſt ſuſpccacd guile. And if at any 
time he heare of it by others, J map Cop his mouth with this, 
that J my ſelfe told him of it, which if J had meant to deale 
falſely with him, J would not haue done, Yea What know J 
whether he will like the better 02 woꝛle of me, fo2 b2&ding 
ſuch a bees neſt in his bꝛaine:? Laſtly, I ſhould derogate much 
from my owne chaſtitie, and in a manner accuſe my ſelſe cf 
p:onencfle to fall that way, as though J were not ſfrong 
ynough to withſtand bis aſſan{ts wit baut the aſſiſtante of my 
huſband, Yes God, in whom J repoſe my truſt, ſhall foztific 
me againſt the furie of my focs, and giue me grace with wiſe⸗ 
dome to eſcape his wiles, with rharineſſe to eſchcw his 
charmes, and with pietie to reſiſt his pꝛauitie. 

Now to returne to Vl a chander: ſoſonc as that o'd bawde 
had related bnto him at large the anſwere of bis miſtres he 
fell from the place where be fate, flat vpon the ground, 
and lay in a traunce a great while: and nom thoſc ſparkes 


which bcio2e loue had kindled in him, were with contiivall 
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ug hes lo biene, as i were with a paire of bellowes ,that they 
2ake fozty lato fict ie flamcs , that which befoze was fancie, 
was now turned into turie, Fo2 being come to himſelle, oz ra- 
thet being quite paſt hunſelle, with ſtaring lokes, pale counte- 
nance, with fierie ex es with gnaſhing teeth , with trembling 
tongue, in rage he roared fo2th theſc woꝛds. And (hall J thus be 
fruſtrate ol mp deſirc: (hall J with wozds and wozkes, with 
pꝛapers and pꝛeſents, purſue the god will of a daintie diſdai⸗ 
ning dame, and recciut but laboꝛ foz my loue, and greete foz my 
aſtedion:? But oh franticke foe , why doe Jin a furte rage as 
gaimſt her, who is the molti faire and courteous creature vnder 
heaurn ? No it is that churle | y!.machus that ſcweth the ſed 
of mp ſozrow it is his ſeueritie towards her, that cauſcth her 
crueltic towards me, the fcare Which ſhe hath ol him, is the 
cauſe , ſhe dareth not take compaſſion on my afflictions , And 
ſh all he (win in bliſſe, and J lie dꝛencht in deepe diſpatrc? (hall 
9 he be ingoꝛged with pleaſure, and J pine awap in paine? No 
Iwill make him feele that once, Which he make th me fele a⸗ 
thouſand times a day. And hercvpon determined with him- 
lelle by ſome meancs 02 other, to pꝛocure the death of Ly ima. 
chus, thinking thereby the ſoner to obtaine his purpoſe ol his 
wife, And calling vnto him one of his (wearing (waſh-buckler 
2 ſeruants, he layde befoze him the platfozme ot his purpoſe, and 
told him plainly if he would ſpeedily diſpatch Ly ſimachus cut 
ofthe way, he would giue him a thouſand crowns in his purſe, 
to kepe him in another country. Mis ſcruant though altogether 
paſt grace, pet foz faſhion ſake beg an to aduiſe his maſter moze 
wiſely, ſaying, 

Foz my obne part it maketh no matter, fo2 an other coun- 
frie is as god foz me as this, and J count any place my country 
where J map line well and wealthily : But foz your ſelfe, it is 
requiſite that cxtraozdinary care be added, in regarde that 
four loue towards Varrona is kowne to diuers of this cittie, 
by reaſon wherof, if I ſhould comit any ſuch fact, it muſt needs 
be thought that pou are acceſſarie thereto which will turne, 
though not to pour death, (foz that none hath authozitie aboue 

you

you to execute the rigour of the lawes vpon pon ) pet to your 
vtter ſhame and repꝛoach it cannot but conuert, Zulh {ſaid his 
maiſter) the caſe is light where couriſaile can take place: what 
talkeſt thou to me of ſhame, that am by imurious and ſpite⸗ 
full dealing depꝛiued of the vſe of reaſon , and diſpoſſeſſcv of 
my wits and ſenſes. Neither am J the firſt that haue played 
the like part. Did not Dauid the choſen ſcraant of God, 
being blaſted with the beautie of Berſheba, cauſe her hul⸗ 
band Vr1as to be (et in the vauward to be lame which done 
he maried his wife? And why is it not lawfull foz me to doe 
the likc; But J know the woz(t ofit,ifthen wilt not take if vp- 
onthe , J will either perfoꝛme it my ſelle, oz pꝛocure ſome 
other that ſhall, The man ſering how his maiſter was bent, 
both to ſatilfie his mind, and to gaine ſo great a ſumme of mo- 
ny, conſented aſſone as oppoꝛtunitie woulo giue him lcaue 
to murther Ly ſimachus: wherewith Nachande: remap⸗ 
ned ſomewhat appealed, hoping now to be inucſted into the 
thꝛone of his delights , But the ground of this vnnaturall de 
uiſe was molt ſtrangely detected Foz al! their conſultations 
were onerheard by Conſcionato, an other of M:;ecl1anders 
men, but moze religionly addicted, being then rclident in a 
chamber nare adioyning vnto that place wherein thoſe things 
were thus debated, Oe vtterly condemning his maiſters to 
much luxurious thoughts, and greatty iniſliking his fellowes 
impudent pꝛomiſe, but eſpecially affecting Ly {1machus as a 
man in whom the true ſparkes of vertue were eminent, made 
manifeſt mcontineatly the whole conſpiracie, which NMz- 
chander foz the loue of his wife had deuiſed againſt him , deſi- 
ring him not to account him a traptoz foꝛ bewzaping his mats 
ſters counſel, but to thinke that he did it foz conſcience : hoping 
that although his maiſter infl1med with dcſire, 02 incenſed by 
luſt, had imagined ſuch cauſeleſſe miſchiefe, pet when time 
ſhould aſwage his deſires, and moderate his affcctions , that 
then he would count him as a faithfull ſeruant , that with ſuch 
care had kept his maiſters credit. 
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Lyſimachus had not futty beard the man tell fozth his tale, : 
but a quaking feare poſſcſſed al his limmes, thinking that thcre ; 
was me plot w;cught , and that the fellow did but ſhadowe ; 
his craft with theſe fa!ſe colours; wherefoze he began to war 
inchollcr, and laid that he doubted not Mzchander, fith he 
was his friend, and there head ncuer as pet bene any bzeach 
ot amitie : he had not ſonght any wapes to wzong him, with 
flaundcrous ſperches to effcnd him, by finiſter repozts to 
n oleſt his patience: but in woꝛd and theught he reſted his at 
all times: he knewe not therefoze any cauſe that ſhould moue 
Nachander to ſæke his death, but ſuſpected it to be a com- 
pacted knauctie pt ſome, to bing the gentlewoman and dim 
at oddes , © onſcisnato ſtaying htm in the middeſt or his falke, 
told him, that to dallije with ſuſpt ard friends, was with the 
Swans to ſig zgainit their death: and that ifſome had inten⸗ 
de d any ſuch ſctret miſchicfe, it might haue bent better 
bzought to pe ſſe, then by rtucaumg the conſpiracie: Ihere ſoʒe 
bt tid ul to niſconſture ot his god meaning, ſith his-intent 
was to binder murther, rot to beccme a murderer: and to tõ⸗ 
fiime his pꝛomiſe, of it pleaſed him with his wife to fl@ cut ol 
Arcacla ſoꝛ the ſalegard of his life, he would goe with him, and 
if then he found not ſucha pĩactiſe to be pꝛetended, tet his ima- 
gined treachetie be rcpaptꝭ with moſt monſtreus tozments, 
Lyſimachus hearing the lolmne pꝛott ſtation of the ſeruant, 
attributed credit thereto, willing him to abide at his houſe a day 
oꝛ tiro, that thereby the man which ſhould accompliſh this 
ſtratagtme being diſcouercd, he might with moze ſecuritie a- 
noide the enfaing danger. Now when the day was growne by 
many hourcs aged, Conſcionata who had giuen Lyſima- 
chus to vnderſtand ol this intended putpoſe might elpy where 
his fellow Chriſtophcro as ma/a menre came poſting to his 
houſe amaine,which thing after Ly imachus had kmowng, ar⸗ 
ming himſeclfe fo2 the purpoſe, as hauing aſwozd obſtured vy 
the touerture of his cloake, walked downe a prove, which 
Chriſlophero perteiuing, and ſeeing none neer fo; his ſuccouy,' 
with his cutlax violently ruſhed vpon him: but Ly machus 
hauing 
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dauing enermoze an eye vpon him, with facintie auoided the 
blowe, and with ſuch courage thzew him to the ground, fal- 
ling vpb his chelt with ſo willing a waight, that C liristophero 
ptelded nature her due, and L ſimachus the victozie, 
Os fozthwith infoꝛmed the chicfe officers ofthe cittic of theſe 
accidents, who examining very cffecually the mattcr,found 
Mæchander avoatingleacher,wherupon they not only amer- 
ſed him a great fine to be paid to Lyſnmachus and Varrona, 
but put bim fo2 cuer after from bearing any office in that 
citlie, Thus where theſe two louers dcliuered from their 
enenues, and reckoned now famous fo2 their vertues thzough 
all Arcadia. This ſtrange event (pzcad ab:oade though 
all the countrie , and as faine flies ſwift and farre, ſo at 
length it came to the eares of Sy llanus, who hearing by ſundzy 
repozts the lame of thtir fozwardneſſe , how Lvi.machs 
coucted to be moſt louing to his daughter, and ſhe meſt 
dufifull to him, and. both to ſtriue to exceed one another in 
lopaltie, and glad at this mutnail agroement , he fcll trom 
the furie of his loꝛmer m:lancholy paſſton, and ſatiificd hun⸗ 
ſelle with a contented patience , that atlaſt he direneo letters 
to his ſonne in law, that ge ſhould make repaire to his houſe 
with his daughter. Aich newes was no ſw1cr tome to the 
rares ofthis married couple, but pꝛouiding foꝛ all things necel⸗ 
ſarie foz the furnifure of their voiage, they poſted as tall as th: v 
could to the ſea coaſt. UWhcre taking ſhippe, and hauing a 

ꝛoſperous gale, in a day and a night they were ſet on ſhoe 
in Theſſala: who ſpœ dy arritung at their fathers heuſe, 
found ſuch friendip entertainment at the old mans hum, 
that they counted this ſmile of foꝛtune able to counteruaile 
all the contrarte to2incs that the aduerſe Plancts had iufliced 
vpon them. 

Syllanus foz p ſafe recouetp of his datighter,ſurpziſed with 
crceeding great toy, weit the [alt end or his liues le gtd. inna- 
chus after the death of hig father in lawe was created Dune 


of Hypatæ, and being willing to recompence old Procwon, 


„ a EIT made him a knight, Toxeus was pꝛelerred 
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into the kings ſervice, being ſub ſtituted Captain ofhis guard: 
and becauſe J will not blot from pour thoughts the remem⸗ 
bzance of all thoſe agions, Conſcioanato by at of parliament 
was made Bard of Cyper«,t their farme in Arcadia made (urs 
to Alexis, Er bæredibuiſuis in perpetuũ. Theſe two louers thus 
floating in thc top of louers gallantiſe , tranſfreated the ſea of 
their life in ſo peaceable a calme, turning all their actions with 
the ſweet conſeiits of mutuall amitie, that they were accounted 
the onely pacſidents of married gouernment. Mhat ſhould 4 
ſuy: they liued a mirrour to men, a wonder to women, and a 
maze fo all, which when it changeth exped foz newes . Now 
to cloſe vp this comicall Cataſtrophe with a tragicail ſtrata⸗ 
geme, J will relate vnto vou the hiſtozie of Valinunc, bꝛother 
to Ly ſimachus, andthe fo:tunes of thoſe two lubozned vil⸗ 


laines, as in the beguunng hercot J pꝛomiſed. 
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* vtterly foꝛgetling y abuſes which he had offred 
his bzott.er,thought humſelf lo furcly ſeatcd, as no ſiniſter 
chance oz diſmal influence might remone.She that is cõ⸗ 

ſtant in nothing but inconſtancic, began ma faire ſkic to pzo- 
duce atempeſt thus, It fell out as he frequented the court of 
Piocles King of NMacedomia, that he fixed his eyes on the 
face of a noble gentlewoman , named Fuluia, daughter of 
Hermodius . And as the mouſe mumpeth ſo long at the baite, 
that at length ſhe is taken in the trap: ſo he bit ſs long at the 
baite of her beautie , that at length he was caught in Cupids 
ſnare, And on a time as (he was at cardes in the pꝛeſente 
chamber, this youth Valentine ſtod Caring in her face in a 
great ſtudie, which Fuluia percetuing, to bzing him out of 
ws pꝛaped him to reach her a bowle of wine, which Cod vpon 
a cupbe2d by: and as he appꝛoached therewith: do the place 
of her p2olence, his ſenles were ſo rauiſhed with the * of 
er 
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her iwate face, that he let the bowle fall ſwzth of his hands, 
and retiring back with ſcemety ſhamefaſtnes, went foz moze, 
and being come therewith, ſhe thanked hum foz his paines, 
ſaying, J pzay God that the fall of the wine hinder not my 
winning, ——_ me ill luck, foz Jknow many that can- 
not away to haue ſalt, oz dzinke, oz any ſach like thing fall 
towards them, 

Padame (laid Valentine) I haue often heard it diſputed - 
in Scholes, that ſuch as the cauſe of euerp thing is, ſuch 
will be the cffect , and ſteing the caule of this chance was 
gov, J doubt not but the etre will follow acco2dingly : and 
if any euill doth enſue thereof, I truſt it will light on my 
bead, thzough whole negligence it happened, Fuluia ans 
ſwered, as J know not the cauſe, ſo J feare not the effec, 
and in derde as vou lap, hitherto you haue had the wozlt of it, 
fo; that thereby pou haue been put to double paines. 

Af that be all (ſaid he) rather then it ſhall be ſaid any cuill 
to haue enſued of this chance, J will perſwade my ſclfe tha: 
euer paine which you ſhall put me to, ſhall be double delight, 
and vnto me treble contentation. You muſt vſe quoth ſhe 
then) great eloquence, to perſwade you to ſuch an impoſ- 
ſibilitie Oh if it pleaſe pou (ſaid he) there is an Ozatour 
which of late hath taken vp his dwelling within me, who 
bath eloquence to perſwade to afarre greater matter then

deniſe a wzit lo remoue him from thence? If fir 'ſaid ſhe) 
he cntred by ozdcr of lawe, and paid yen truly fo? it, it is 


reaſon he entoy it; mary pour folly was great to retcine ſuch 
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a tenant: but if he intruded himſelſe by fozce, you may laws 
fully exclude him by ſtrength, 

Inderde (ſaid he) he entred vi cd arm, fozcibly, but after 
vpon parlcy, J was content he ſhould remaine in peaceable 
poſſeſſion, mary as pet he paid me nothing, but ye pꝛomi⸗ 
ſeth ſo frankly, that if the pertozmance follow, a houſe with 
beames of beaten gold, and pillars of pꝛecious ſtones, will 
not counteruatle the pꝛice thereof: pet if J were placed in 
quiet poſſeſſion of it, J would thinke my ſelfe richer, J will 
not ſay then the ing, but which is moze, then God him⸗ 
ſelle, who rulcth heauen and earth. And as the hope of obs 
teining the ce of that pzomiſe heaueth me vp to heauen, 
ſo the doubt lo be decetucd thereof dziueth me dobone to 
þcll. 

And what iollie fellow (ſaid ſhe) is this that pꝛomiſeth fo 
franklte ? will he not pꝛomiſe golden hils, and perfozme dirtie 
dates? Would to God (ſaid he) pour ſeemely ſelfe were (0 
well acquainted with him as Jam, then would J make pou 
iudge ofthe woꝛthineſſe ofthe thing he hath pꝛomiſed, fo2 that 
vou know the godnes thereof, none better. 

The Lady ſmelling the dzifts of his deuiſes , and ſeeing 
the end of his talke ſeemed to tend to loue, and that touching 
der owne ſelfe, thought not god to dzaw on their diſcourſe 
any longer, but concluded with this anſwere.

= any, And ſhall J then, bering but a poze Gentleman, 

e to infinuate my (clfe into a place ſo high: Shall J by 
my rude attempt purchaſe at leaſt the diſpleaſure of her 
friends and parents, and pcrchance of hers alſo, whome to 
dilpleaſe would be no leſſe offenſiue vnto me then death: As 
das, and muſt loue needes be rewarded with hate? muſt cur⸗ 
teſie be counternailed with crueltie? muſt god will be retur⸗ 
ned with diſpicaſure 2 Js it poſſible that bountie ſhould not 
abide, where beautie doth abound ? and that courteſie ſhould 
not aſſociate her comelineſſe : Pes, J em ſure at the leaſt ſhe 
will ſuffer me to lone her, though her pong perres, and high 
oſtate will not ſuffer her to affect me: and though ſhe will 
nat accept ine foz an huſband, pet J am pet ſwaded ſhe will 
not reiea me foz a ſeruant: and though ſhe will not re⸗ 
ceiue mp ſeruice, pet J doubt but ſhe will affablic take the 
tendziug thereof undo her. And teuching her parents dil⸗ 
pleaſure, what care J to pꝛocure the ill will of the whole 
world, ſo J may purchaſe her god liking, Pea, if J ſhould

This ſaping 
alſo is no leſſe fried then true, that foztune euer fauoureth the 
valiant:g things the moze hard the moze haughtie, high e hea- 
nenly: neither is any thing difficult to be by him accompliſhed 
which hardly cnterpaiſeth it. With that be toke a Lute in his 
band and played a note to a dittie which he ſung as foliow-

Dir (aid ſhe ) as pour company contenteth me welle 
nough, ſo your talke likcth me but a little: foz though 3 muſt 
confeſfe J ſrt at this pꝛeſent without doing any thing, yet in my 
lantie it is better to be idle, then ill imploped as pour (elfe is 
now, in repꝛehending that ſtate of lite which excelleth al others,

Cuſh { ſaid the Ladie) this is but the ſentence and p2aper 
opinion of our peculiar people, who perchance by nature 
of their countrie oꝛ otherwiſe , are moze deſirons of hul⸗ 
bands then other: neither is it any moze reaſon that we 
ſhoald be tied to their example, then they bound to follow our 
virgin Veſtals: o2 other, who conſume the whole courſe of 
their life without contamnating their cozps with the compa- 
ny of man. Nayrathcr(ſaid he without receiuing their perfect- 
on from men, accozding to the opinion of Ariſtotle. But Pas 
dame J did not pzodnce that example as neceſſarie fo2 all to 
follow, but as p2ofitable to pzone and ſhew , what baſe 
account they made of virginitie , which pou lo bighly cſteeme 
of. But to leaue parꝭdicular opinions, and come ta general 

conſtitutions and cuſtomes, J meane both natural, bo 


mane, and diuine lawes , and pou ſhall (& them all to make 
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againſt you. And firſt if yon conflder natures, which in the do⸗ 
ings of creatures without reaſon are plainely ſet downe, you 
hail behold no liuing wight in the wozlo vniucrſall, but that ſc 
ſwae as by age they are apt thereto, applie themſelues to that 
life whereby their kind may be conſerucd, and number increa⸗ 
ſed, Vc hold the high flying Falcon, which ſoareth ſo high in 
the atre, that a man would thinke ſhe ſhould neither ſteupe to 
lure 02 luſt: pet ſhe is no ſoner an Entermurer, oz at the far- 
theſt a white Yawke, but that of her owne acco2d ſhe con 
meth to the call of the Zerſc!l-gentle her mate, Likewiſe the 
Doc, Whici) fungeth ſo freely about the wods, as though ſhe 
made no acceuint ofthe male, pct ſhe is no ſoner a foꝛrelliſter, 
but that (hc ſakes the ſocietie of the Butke. Yea if ut would 
pleaſe your ſeæmelp lelſe to enter into the conſideration of pour 
olune nature, oz if your courteſic would deme me wozthie to 
baue the cr mination of pour fecrct thoughts, J doubt not 
but you would conſclſe pour [clfe to fele a fiet ie fozce of that 
naturall inclination which is in other creatures: which being 
ſo, pou mult graunt to deale vnnaturallp in reſiſting that mo⸗ 
tion which cannot be ill oz idle, becauſe nature hath planted 
it in xeu. Foꝛ Sod and nature do nothing vainely, oz after a 
vile manner. And in that ſome do amiſſe in rebclling againſt 
ber, their owne ſcrupulous nicenc ſſe is the cauſe, when thep 
will impoſe vpon themſelues heauiet burdens then they are 
well able to ſuſtaine, and refuſe thoſe which nature hath ap⸗ 
pointed them to beare, being inderde but light, 

Nhat talke pon ſir (laid ſhe) ſo much ofnature,and of crea- 
furcs without reaſon, as though we ought to follow cither 
the inſtina ofthe one, 02 the crample ofthe other. J hauc been 
alwapes taught, that reaſon is the rule whereby our anions 
ought to be dire ded, and that we ought to lay befoze vs the 
deeds of creatures indued with reaſon to follow and imitate.

Pea wo not (ſaid he) otherwite you might ge⸗crally take 
cxception againſt the cramp!c ot men, foꝛ that fome men in 
(ame matters do ainiſſe, Tye god euer is to be vſed, and the 
 emllreiected, Doth not eucry in n ſo ſone as his daughter is 

arriued to ripe yeres, trauule to beſtow het in marriage, 
whereby ſhe map emop the fruites of loue, and participate 

with pleaſures incident to that eſtate? whereby they plainely

Now [)-<i{11dus hearing theſe woꝛds, and faling the fozee 
of the potion to woꝛke within un, aſſayed all the remedies he 
could to heale htun Ito, but al in dame. þulwna alſo feeling the 
poiſon to pꝛeuaue witgu her, fell vpon her lines betoꝛe the 
aulter of Dia btiering theſe woꝛos. O Soddeſſe, thou! ;05 
weſt how, ſince the dealt ef my ſwerte huſband, this ne h. 
been mott loathſoinc and we vnio me, and that the enclp 
off:ri.ig vp of this ſacrifice $3! gept me from him, which 
now in thy pzclence being p rfozmed, I thinke my lelſe to 
banc (atiſfied my ducty, and purchaſed thereby a paſpoꝛt te 
pill: to the hai und paradice where wy hulvand yath 
bis divcliing.
